‘Satellite’ schools to create 

extra selective classrooms

EDUCATION experts have pre¬ 
dicted that plans to allow expan¬ 
sion of grammars could open up 
“back door” opportunities to 
build more selective schools. 

Education secretary Michael Gove is 
considering allowing grammars to create 
more places and build on new premises 
to develop ‘satellite’ schools. 

Current law forbids the development of 
new selective schools, although local 
authorities have the power to increases 
places on exceptional grounds. 

The schools that do so, however, are 
given no capital funding to cope with the 
rise in pupil numbers. But under plans 
due to be outlined in a White Paper later 
this month, grammars that become acad¬ 
emies will receive extra money which 


could give them the means to expand - 
as long as they have room. 

But an option being considered as part 
of the plan is to allow grammars to 
expand onto other premises and run 
satellite schools, which would also be for 
children who pass the Kent Test. 

The proposals are being introduced in 
response to the high demand for places in 
selective education. 

But John Walder, secretary of the Kent 
division of the National Union of 
Teachers, said the plans could be a way of 
allowing new grammars to be built. 

‘We’re against grammars and we’re 
against academies,” said Mr Walder. 

“Academies are destroying the democrat¬ 


ic controls in the education system. Schools 
are going to end up like companies. The 
idea of satellite schools sounds dubious - 
this could well be a way of getting more 
grammars built through the back door.” 

In Kent and Medway - one of the last 
places in the country to offer selective 
schooling - there are 38 grammars. 

In the run up to September, many of 
these, particularly in western parts of the 
county, become oversubscribed, with 
pupils from neighbouring counties also 
vying for places. 

But Cllr Sarah Hohler, Kent County 
Council’s cabinet member for education, 
denied schools were under extreme

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Council chiefs enjoy 
private healthcare - 
thanks to taxpayers 


COUNTY Hall finance chiefs have 
come under fire for spending 
almost £200,000 on health insur¬ 
ance for senior members of staff. 

The provision of private healthcare only 
exists in a small number of authorities, with 
Kent County Council fourth in a national 
league table after last year splashing out on 
expensive premiums for 250 employees. 

According to figures released by the Bureau 
of Investigative Journalism, KCC also spent 
£56,044 on 117 overseas trips. 

“It’s ridiculous that council top brass have 
been treated to private medical treatment 
with taxpayers’ money,” said Fiona McEvoy, 
campaign manager for the Taxpayers’Alliance. 

“If they want to go private then they can 
choose to do so, but they should pay for it out 
of their own generous salaries. 

“We already pay for the NHS, and if 
that’s good enough for us then it should 
be good enough for senior managers at KCC.” 

A total of about £2.9 million was spent on 
private healthcare last year for more than 
5,000 members of staff at 56 councils 
throughout the UK.

The most senior officers at KCC pay their 
own medical premiums, but 250 other man¬ 
agers had the £750 bill paid for them. 

“The senior medical insurance scheme was 
designed originally as part of our total 
reward package,” said Cllr Roger Gough, cab¬ 
inet member for corporate support services 
and performance management. 

Termination 

“It is critical in attracting and retaining 
senior managers and creating a scheme 
which is of mutual benefit to the employer 
and employee. 

“The fund is run as a trust and we have 
actively sought members from other public 
sector organisations to make the scheme as 
cost-effective as possible.” 

The Bureau of Investigative Journalism 
requested figures from councils across the UK 
to identify areas in which it felt they could 
save money without cutting residents’ services. 

In addition to private healthcare and over¬ 


seas trips, it also looked into areas including 
sickness absence, redundancy bills, mortgage 
subsidies and early termination payments. 

Bromley council was one of the local 
authorities highlighted in the report after it 
spent £1.06m on fuel, mileage allowances 
and subsistence allowances for 1,458 
employees last year. 

Meanwhile, KCC has also responded to 
criticism that over the past year it spent 
more than £12,000 training members of staff 
to use social networking sites like Facebook 
and Twitter. 

Cllr Gough said: 'We are in the 21st centu¬ 
ry, and as a council we need to move with the 
times. 

“Social media is a hugely valuable tool that 
not only allows us to share information with 
residents but also gives people the chance to 
tell us what they think and ask questions 
through a format they want to use. 

“For that reason our members need to be 
able to use social media. They need the right 
training to understand the tools and under¬ 
stand how they can best be used to help resi¬ 
dents, as well as knowing how to use social 
media responsibly.”

pressure, stating that 96 per cent of all Kent’s 
secondary pupils received one of their pre¬ 
ferred placements by September. 

“Schools are not under as much pressure as 
people think,” she said. “Most are their own 
admission authorities and can take on more 
pupils provided they have the space. 

Grammar schools are popular. They have 
always been able to branch out, but in the 
past they haven’t been able to get funding to 
do so.” 

Cllr Hohler said KCC welcomed Mr Gove’s 
plans, but said the council had not been con¬ 
tacted on the issue. 

She added: “The current 25 per cent limit 
for grammar schools is quite right. Some chil¬ 
dren would not flourish at a grammar and 


our other secondary schools are excellent.” 

Prime Minister David Cameron ruled out 
building new grammar schools before the 
election, despite the Conservative party’s tra¬ 
ditional support for selective education. 

Sceptics believe the shift in his opinion 
could be down to the new academy policy and 
the desire to take education control away 
from local authorities. 

Gravesend-based education expert Peter 
Read, who runs Kent Independent Education 
Advice, said because current legislation for¬ 
bids new grammar schools being built, the 
academy satellite idea could be a way of get¬ 
ting around it. 

He said: “Schools are being told that if they 
are oversubscribed there may be more fund¬ 
ing if they become an academy - it’s an 
inducement by Government.” 


Mr Read criticised the academies policy, 
warning that schools which chose to stay 
under local authority control instead of 
becoming academies could end up closing. 

“Twenty-five per cent of Kent’s schools are 
already destined to become academies. By 
next year this figure will have risen to half of 
all schools,” he said. 

“KCC will have no control over them 
whatsoever. 

“It will be difficult for KCC to continue to 
provide services for the few schools that 
remain under its control. 

“These academies will be like big, powerful 
supermarkets moving into a town and driv¬ 
ing out the smaller shops.” 

He added: “The question that needs to be 
asked is, who will be responsible for things 
such as special needs placements?”

“Many families will already have an idea of 
which school they want for their child,” said 
Cllr Sarah Hohler, Kent County Council cabi¬ 
net member for education. “But there is plenty 
of time for parents to and look around before 
selecting their preferred three.”

IT HAS been rubbished in the 
past as a 1960s has-been, a place 
synonymous with sticks of rock 
and kiss-me-quick hats.

Time for savers to vote on 
future of building society 


KENT Reliance Building Society members 
have until November 19 to vote on the pro¬ 
posed £50 million deal with American pri¬ 
vate equity firm JC Flowers. 

The Chatham-based society admits to loss¬ 
es of £4.7m before tax in the seven months to 
April 30 and says it is not making money 
from many of its existing mortgages because 
of the low interest rate environment. 

If the deal goes ahead it will be the first pri¬ 
vate equity investment in the UK mutual 
banking sector. However, if less than 75 per 
cent of members give it the thumbs up then 
the board will have to explore other options. 

In the past when building societies have 
‘demutualised’ the shareholders - savers - 
have received a payment for their shares. 

However, under the proposed KRBS re¬ 
structuring, society members will not receive 
any pay off in return for voting for change. 

Life-long member Andy James, 40, from 
Rainham, is spearheading a campaign to 
encourage savers to vote against the deal. 


He said: “If the deal goes through then I don’t 
think the society will be as competitive and 
members won’t see the same benefits.” 

Under the restructuring plan, KRBS would 
transfer its business to a new bank called 
OneSavings, which the New York-based JC 
Flowers would back with £50m of capital. 

The aim would then be for it to be listed on 
the Stock Market in the next five to 10 years, 
possibly after incorporating other societies. 

Mr James said voting packs have to be 
returned by November 16 but that members 
can also vote in person until the ballots are 
counted on November 19. 

“Because of the banking crisis we need to 
have different types of institutions offering 
people a choice,” he said. “Mutual societies 
like Kent Reliance can offer better returns 
than banks can to their shareholders.” 

Kent Reliance chief executive Mike 
Lazenby said: “We are building a business 
plan to offer better value than we might have 
been able to provide.” 


Frommer’s praises the “bracing cliff top ram¬ 
ble” and the 27-mile Viking Coastal Path, with 
its smugglers’ haunts and historic churches. 

Whitstable, known as ‘Islington-by-the Sea’, 
is commended for its harbour and seafood 
along with its “charming” boutiques and stores. 

The praise is a far cry from criticism often 
linked to the more deprived coastal towns, 
including earlier this year, when Margate was 
named as the country’s official ghost town 
after a large number of its shops closed down 
due to the recession. 

But David A Lytle, editorial director of 
Frommer’s, said: “Our editors and authors con¬ 
tribute their individual expertise, debating 
those places that deserve to make the final cut 
on our annual fist - suggesting smart alterna¬ 
tives to the usual travel suspects.”

FITNESS tycoon Duncan Banna- 
tyne has signalled his confidence in 
the economic recovery by opening a 
new luxury spa in Kent. 

After almost two years spent bat¬ 
tling the recession, the Scottish 
multi-millionaire - star of the hit 
BBC Two show Dragons’ Den - has 
now switched his focus back to 
expanding his fitness empire. 

His most recent investment is the 
new £350,000 spa at his existing 
health club in Broadstairs, which he 
opened on Wednesday evening. 

“I think that during the recession 
everyone had to batten down the 
hatches and watch what they were 
spending,” said Bannatyne, who has 
an estimated fortune of £320 million. 

‘We did that at a board meeting in 
December, 2008, when we decided 


not to expand any more until things 
got better, and to instead focus on 
increasing our cash flow and profits. 

“Now the economy is recovering 
we’ve started to grow our business 
again, and as our Broadstairs health 
club is one of the biggest in the coun¬ 
try it was the next obvious choice for 
us to develop a spa. 

“We’re looking to have them at all 
of our clubs eventually.” 

Sixty-one-year-old Bannatyne’s 
business career began in his 20s 
when he bought an ice-cream van 
for £450, later selling an entire fleet 
for £28,000, founding his Quality 
Care Home business with the pro¬ 
ceeds. He sold that for £26m in 1996 
in addition to the children’s nursery 
chain Just Learning for £22m. 

The idea for Bannatyne’s Fitness 


was born following a skiing accident 
in the 1990s, when Bannatyne strug¬ 
gled to find facilities close to his 
home that would allow him to carry 
out the exercises needed to recover. 

It is now the UK’s largest inde¬ 
pendent health club operator, with 
60 sites across the UK employing 
about 5,000 people. It also has more 
than 180,000 members. 

“The health and fitness sector is 
doing very well because people will 
always want to work out and feel 
good about themselves,” he said. 

“We have more members than this 
time last year and the health club sec¬ 
tor is up about two per cent. The spa 
sector is up by about 30 per cent, things 
are moving in the right direction.” 

The new spa at Broadstairs’ 
Westwood Farm boasts four therapy 


rooms and a dual treatment room 
for couples and friends to share. 

Bannatyne, who has been part of 
Dragons’ Den since the show first 
aired in 2005, said he was always 
willing to help bright young busi¬ 


nessmen and women succeed. 

“It’s important we have entrepre¬ 
neurs,” he said. ‘We need the young¬ 
sters coming out of university to 
help drive the economic recovery in 
the future.”

I F JOSIE Long were a new band 
she’d be all over the ‘Radar’ section 
of NME right about now 

Earlier this year, when Newsnight Review turned 
to look at the comedy ground zero that is the 
Edinburgh Festival, it was Long’s acclaimed show 
they examined first... and raved about. 

She is possibly the hottest ticket in comedy right 
now, not that she would admit it. 

Long gathered a following in her teenage years as 
a young comic tipped for big things, and the spot¬ 
light has certainly swung back in her direction. 

However, the cute comic seems a little bemused 
by all the attention. 

On the phone, wandering the streets of her home 
town in Hackney as emergency services sirens ring 
out in the background, the 28-year-old admitted to 
being a little nonplussed. 

“It’s flattering to think people like me but I never 
know what to say to all that, it’s kind of weird. It’s 
really nice for people to say that kind of thing about 
you, but I just feel like I’m trying to build up an 
audience and develop my own little style,” she said. 

“I’ve toured a lot for the last four years and most 
of the time I’m just trying to not be rubbish! It’s 
exciting to have attention but I do still see myself 
as quite small try.” 

She is probably being a little modest, but 
it becomes apparent as we chat that she feels 
embarrassed by the notion that she could be con¬ 
sidered “cool”. 

Starring roles in Skins - episodes of which she 
has also helped to write - and a slew of awards for 
her stand-up shows could have helped launch her 


ego into la la land, but it’s clear from her good 
humour that she is keeping her feet on terra firma 
and not getting too carried away. 

It is perhaps because comedy was something 
Josie started to do at a young age that has 
helped her to retain a little humility while the 
good reviews stack up. 

She said: “I’ve been doing this for half my life 
now. When I first started it was something 
that was very removed from my life and I 
just wanted to write silly little jokes and 
stuff I thought I could perform. I used to get 
quite nervous and would feel sick but now 
I feel like it’s working well. 

“I seem to be able to talk as myself on 
stage now and I have developed and 
can concede to leave stuff that isn’t 
working or getting a laugh. I have 
built up a bit more confidence. 

“At the moment I’m touring with 
some guys I get along with so well, 
and because there’s three of us it’s 
like we’re a little gang and that 
makes it more fun and means the 
time off stage is interesting and we 
can talk to each other and sound 
each other out about how it went.”

IT HAS been the ultimate 
endurance test for 135 years, 
with hundreds braving the cold 
waters of the Dover Straits to 
complete the Channel swim, 
writes Marijke Cox. 

But the future of the sport was thrown 
into doubt when a French coastguard said 
he thought it should be banned. 

Starting the swim from the French side 
has been prohibited for the last 17 years by 
authorities across the Channel. 

The comments, however, have only moved 
to spur on the local, national and interna¬ 
tional swimming community in showing 
support for the extreme challenge, arguing 
there has not been a single accident since it 
started in 1875. 

Local politicians are also backing the 
future of the 21-mile swim - a sport which 
boosts the Kent economy and raises funds 
for charities across the country. Michael 
Oram, of the Channel Swimming and 
Piloting Federation, said in 30 years of being 
a pilot he has never seen anyone injured. 

“The job of the pilot is to make sure there 
is no danger,” he said. “The equipment we 
have on the boat means we can see any dan¬ 
gers from a long distance. 

“There have been four deaths in Channel 
swimming history and these were for med¬ 
ical reasons, such as heart attacks. Four 
people have died in the London marathon - 
and that’s on one day. 

‘We do more than we are required to do to 
ensure safety. Swimmers have to produce a

medical certificate, there are strict checks 
and the boats are all certified to Maritime 
and Coastguard Agency requirements. 

“We did have a good relationship with the 
French coastguard who we would speak to 
on a voluntary basis to make sure we were 
doing everything as we should.” 

Mr Oram insisted there was no threat to 
Channel swimming and the comments by 
the French authorities had only created 
confusion about its future. 

Danish ferry company DFDS, which runs 
between Dover and Dunkirk, said there 
needed to be tighter controls on the number 
of swimmers in the Channel - one of the 


busiest shipping lanes in the world - and 
the Maritime and Coastguard Agency 
(MCA) admitted it was also concerned. 

A spokesman said the potential for disas¬ 
ter was “quite real” and likened the 
Channel swim to a pedestrian crossing the 
M25. Concerns have been heightened by 
the growing numbers attempting the swim 
since Little Britain actor and comedian 
David Walliams completed it in 2006. But 
Shepway councillor Tim Prater attacked 
calls for it to be banned as “barmy”. 

The Liberal Democrat added: “Clearly you 
need to keep it safe, with the right support 
team and keeping the authorities in touch. 

“But you shouldn’t ban things, or restrict 
the right to do things, that cause no harm 
to others.” 

Shipping lane 

Brian Rees at P&O Ferries said it would 
be a sad day if UK authorities tried to pro¬ 
hibit attempts from British shores. But he 
admitted the growing number of swimmers 
was a concern. 

He said: “A fast swimmer could be over in 
less than 10 hours, whereas a slow swim¬ 
mer will stick at it for 20 hours or more. 

“This means that when there are multiple 
attempts on the same day, as increasingly 
happens, swimmers end up all over the 
place and each needs to be given sea room. 

“There’s only so much room available in 
one of the world’s busiest shipping lanes, so 
we think this debate is timely and useful.”

The comic paid tribute to Archant KOS Media 
for supporting the charity and gave special 
thanks to MD Paul Stannard, who trekked the 
Inca Trail to Machu Picchu in Peru and spent four 
days in the Amazon to raise cash for the charity. 

Dave said: “It’s sensational. When Paul told me 
what he was going to do I couldn’t believe it - I 
couldn’t have done that.”

Shock at crash death of pilot ‘AJ’ 


TRIBUTES have been paid to a former RAF 
and Army pilot killed in a helicopter crash in 
Northern Ireland. 

Anthony Joseph Smith, known as AJ or 
Tony, was one of three men killed in the crash 
in the Moume Mountains, County Down, on 
Saturday, October 23. The pilot, who served in 
Northern Ireland, worked from 2004-06 at 
AV8 Helicopters in Rochester, which runs 
charter flights across the South East. 

Chris Cochrane, managing director of the 
company, described Mr Smith as a “great 
bloke”. He added: “It’s difficult to say anything 
more as it’s really very shocking.” 

It is thought Mr Smith had been working for 
a private aviation firm when he died. The 


crash also killed Charles Stisted, 47, chief exec¬ 
utive of the Guards Polo Club at Windsor and 
a friend of the Prince of Wales, and Ian 
Wooldridge, who ran a construction company. 

The aircraft was travelling to England from 
County Tyrone. Mr Smith’s wife, Angie, paid 
tribute to her husband on a social networking 
site for pilots. She said: “Like most of you I had 
eveiy faith in his flying ability and still can’t 
understand why this is happening to us.” 

Friends also left tributes to the father-of-two. 
One said: “He had a heart of gold and adored 
his family. He was one of the best pilots I have 
ever had the privilege of working with.”

It is seen as one of the successors of the 
South East England Development Agency 
(Seeda), albeit without the tens of millions of 
pounds of funding its predecessor received on 
an annual basis. 

The LEP’s role will be to work with business¬ 
es in the region to drive economic growth 
and regeneration. 

Titbits 

However, Mr Clark - the Conservative MP 
for Tunbridge Wells and minister for decen¬ 
tralisation - said forging stronger links with 
the private sector was a better option in the 
long term. 

“Regional Development Agencies like Seeda 
were too much about the doling out of public 
money,” he said. 

“Proud organisations like ours were looking 
up and waiting to be fed, when the arrange¬ 
ment shouldn’t be about just waiting for tit¬ 
bits. It should be about pooling our collective 
resources and being free from the idea that the 
only way an economy can develop is if it 
receives a worm from the Government. 

“One of the first things this LEP will 
want to do is set up mechanisms so every firm 
can participate.”

counties. However, Mr Clark was the only one 
of Kent’s 17 Conservative MPs who took part 
in the festivities.

to the Exchequer. 

“This new LEP is more economically power¬ 
ful than Sheffield and Manchester put togeth¬ 
er. The whole is so much greater than the sum 
of its parts.” 


‘We still need government funds’ 


KENT County Council leader Paul Carter 
says the new LEP will find it difficult to suc¬ 
ceed without some government funding. 

While acknowledging the public 
purse is virtually empty, Cllr Carter, 
pictured, said such bodies should not 
be expected to “do the impossible” 
and that they will be in need of sup¬ 
port in addition to the £1.4 billion 
Regional Growth Fund. 

He said: “I find the outlook for the 
future enormously exciting, but it will 
require a good partnership with the 
coalition government to give us the tools - 
and a little bit of money - to lubricate the 
move to improve our local economy and cre¬ 
ate new jobs. 



“We need to ask for a little bit of a helping 
hand because we’ve been battered and clout¬ 
ed in the Comprehensive Spending Review 
and we can’t do the impossible.”

Best-selling writer talks about latest book at

AN AUTHOR is giving away the trade secrets 
on how to be noticed when you finally decide 
to write that book you’ve always dreamed of. 

Jane Wenham-Jones said the main 
thing is simply to get yourself 
noticed, and that can start long 
before pen is put to paper.

QUEEN of British crime writing 
Martina Cole is bringing her lat¬ 
est novel to fans at the Folkestone 
Book Festival. 

The bestselling author - who has become 
an international phenomenon with her grit¬ 
ty and at times disturbing insight into the 
criminal underworld - will introduce her 
17th novel, The Family, to book lovers at the 
event next week. 

Speaking to KoS ahead of the festival, Cole, 
who lives in Sevenoaks, said her books were 
like Marmite. 

“People either love them or they hate 
them,” she said. 

Sales figures, however, tell a different story, 
with every one of her novels smashing her 
own and everyone else’s records. 

She was also the only fiction writer to 
knock Da Vinci Code author Dan Brown 
from his number one position on the best¬ 
seller lists last year, and in a recent listing of 
top 10s of all time she was the only author, 
except for Harry Potter novelist JK Rowling, 
with more than one book on the list. 

“I’ve always loved books and I love writing, 
the characters and stories just come to me,” 
she said. 

“All my books have a criminal theme. 
They’re written from the criminal aspect 
rather than from the police point of view and 
focus around women - my heroines have a 
few more dilemmas than most though. 


‘What my books show is the difference 
between police and criminals. 

“Where the police can’t always speak to 
somebody because of lack of evidence, a crim¬ 
inal can kick the door down, like Patrick 
Kelly in The Ladykiller, when his daughter 
was a victim of a murderer. 

“Some people feel that at times victims 
have no rights, but the person who has done 
the crime has too many rights. That theme 
runs in my books.” 

The 51-year-old’s novels focus on criminal 
depravity, involving shocking violence, abuse, 
prostitution and drug-taking. 

Inspiration 

Cole, however, remains tight-lipped about 
where she gained such knowledge of the 
criminal underworld, despite admitting to 
writing the foreword for former gangland 
boss and Krays rival Eddie Richardson’s 
book The Last Word. 

She said: “Everyone sees those short pieces 
in the papers like ‘a woman was found dead 
last night’ but you never find out what hap¬ 
pened to them. 

“I write about what could’ve happened to 
them. Everybody can name a serial killer but 
no-one can name the victims. In my books 
I’m speaking for the victims.” 

Cole’s books are the most frequently 
requested in prison libraries, and the most 
commonly stolen. 

Some prisons have banned inmates from 
reading Broken, which graphically tackles 
the subject of child abuse, in case it upsets 
those who have been abused. 

Two of Cole’s books, Dangerous Lady and 
The Jump, were adapted for ITV, pulling in

10 million viewers, and The Take, starring 
Inception actor Tom Hardy, was screened on 
Skyl to widespread critical acclaim in June 
2009. The Runaway is due to be shown on 
Skyl in spring 2011. 

A stage adaptation of Two Women was 
showcased in February, with plans to do the 
same with The Graft. 

Cole, who grew up in Aveley in Essex, also 
launched production company 2Queens 
which created the ITV3 series Martina Cole’s 
Ladykillers, looking at female murderers. 

Despite her high-profile and busy career, 
the mother-of two started out living in a car¬ 
pet-less council flat in Tilbury, working three 
jobs to make ends meet. 

After putting her son to bed each night she 
would write to keep herself entertained and 
continued writing after getting married in 
her 20s. 

It was not until her 30s, however, that she 
started working properly on her manuscript 
Dangerous Lady, which was bought for a 
record-breaking advance in 1992. 

Cole said she was looking forward to the 
Folkestone Book Festival and had a soft spot 
for Kent’s coastal towns. 

“I love Folkestone. It’s really up and coming 
- it’s about time,” she said. “I hope I’ll get a 
lot of people coming to see me.”

Not only saved but Dud funny 


AUDIO recordings of classic Peter 
Cook and Dudley Moore TV shows 
thought to have been lost for ever have 
emerged, thanks to a ‘bootlegging* Kent 
man, writes Chris Murphy. 

Decades ago, making recordings from television 
shows wasn’t frowned upon as it is now - and just 
as well. 

Had it not been for Graham Webb, from the Isle of 
Sheppey, the shows would have vanished into the 
ether, due to the BBC’s policy of wiping master 
tapes once they had been broadcast. 

It was a simple cost-saving exercise in the days 
before digital copying was cheap and available to 
all. Mr Webb used a reel-to-reel tape machine to 
make sound recordings of the show 
he loved so much, Not Only... But 
Also, which influenced Monty 
Python and later the Not The Nine 
O’clock News team. 

The policy of tape wiping meant 
14 of the 22 episodes of Not Only... 
were completely lost - until now. 

Pete and Dud made three series 
between 1965 and 1970. 

Mr Webb got in touch with a 
Midlands firm called Kaleidoscope, 
which has been working to restore 
and digitise the audio tapes. 

One of the scenes is the cult 
Dagenham Dialogues. The duo, in 
their trademark cloth caps, debate 
sex, art, religion and royalty in a 
typically dry and hard-hitting style.

stored, until now. His trusty reel-to- 
reel was also no longer available 
after he moved home. 

It was only by a chance visit to the 
annual British Film Institute’s 
Missing Believed Wiped Festival, at 
the National Film Theatre on 
London’s South Bank, that he 
realised he was holding on to audio 
gold.

“Anthrax can also survive in anaerobic condi¬ 
tions - areas of the body that are being 
deprived of oxygen - which can make it even 
more dangerous.”

A PAEDOPHILE has been sentenced for pos¬ 
sessing more than 100 indecent images of chil¬ 
dren.

OPPONENTS of the community 
bid to buy the Port of Dover have 
written it off as “privatisation by 
the back door”. 

Wartime singer Dame Vera Lynn was 
among the well-wishers last weekend as 
Dover and Deal Tory MP Charlie Elphicke 
and the People’s Port team launched its 
£400 million bid to purchase the publicly- 
owned asset. 

She was joined by business representa¬ 
tives - including members from all three 
major ferry operators - and members of the 
town, district and county councils. 

However, Labour politicians have 
attacked the idea and accused Mr Elphicke 
of leading his supporters into defeat. 

Thanet Labour leader Cllr Gordon Cowan 
said: “Mr Elphicke’s proposal sounds too 
good to be true, and it is too good to be true. 

“There’s no detail about how the proposal 
will be financed, and what information 
there is just doesn’t stack up. 

“Mr Elphicke’s Tag idea’ will only distract 
the people of Dover and Deal from fighting 
the harbour board’s proposal to sell the port 
to the highest bidder.” 

Dover Labour councillor Mike Eddy said:

“Asking every man, woman and child in 
Dover to chip in a tenner will only raise £1 
million. The rest - and that’s about £399m - 
will have to come from the banks. Mr 


Elphicke is peddling a quack remedy for the 
nation’s premier port.” 

Dover Harbour Board confirmed its plans 
for privatisation last January, saying the 
change would ensure it received the invest¬ 
ment necessary to deliver new capacity and 
meet the long-term needs of customers. 

A government document published last 
year about the nation’s assets revealed the 
Port of Dover was the “furthest advanced” in 
developing its bid to be independent, with 
its turnover of £60.8m topping a table of six 
eligible ports. 

In launching the community bid, Mr 
Elphicke said he hoped the People’s Port 
would become a landmark of Prime 
Minister David Cameron’s Big Society idea. 

He added: “The gateway to the nation and 
the White Cliffs should be forever England. 

‘We don’t want Dover sold off to the 
French, or whoever. They wouldn’t sell 
Stonehenge, would they? We the people are 
launching a bid that our community should 
own and run the port for the community 
and for the national interest.” 

P&O chief executive Helen Deeble said: 
‘We support a community takeover. We see 
it as the best way to secure a positive future 
for one of the nation’s most important eco¬ 
nomic and transport facilities.”

Communities asked to help save historic buildings at risk 


Churches ‘could close’ 
as coalition cuts funds

THE future of Kent’s historic 
churches is at risk after the 
Government pulled £9 million of 
funding from a national preser¬ 
vation charity. 

The chief executive of the Churches 
Conservation Trust, Crispin Truman, 
warned that unless communities pulled 
together to help fill the 20 per cent shortfall 
in grants - £1.5m a year for the next six 
years - some 16 places of worship in the 
county would fall into disrepair and close. 

The trust looks after 340 of the most sig¬ 
nificant historic churches in England no 
longer used for regular service, costing more 
than £250,000 each. 

Mr Truman called on parishes to bring 
their buildings of worship back into the 
heart of the community and urged donors to 
play a greater role in paying for repairs. 

“While painful, the cuts must be viewed as 
a catalyst for greater community-led solu¬ 
tions to save their historic churches,” he 
said. ‘We are particularly concerned about 
those in disadvantaged areas.

“This is where the charity makes a signifi¬ 
cant difference, working with local authori¬ 
ties, the voluntary sector and regeneration 
bodies to provide extra support to these 
more vulnerable communities so they can 
keep their historic buildings open and in use. 

“Often in rural areas the historic church is 
the last civic building left in the community.” 

He said a more enterprising approach 
needed to be taken to raise money for 
upkeep, including using them for alternate 
purposes such as educational centres. 

Kent has the most at risk churches in the 
South East, with 16 looked after by the trust. 


Mr Truman said examples of parishes 
working together to raise funds included St 
Mary the blessed Virgin in Woodnes- 
borough, near Sandwich, and St James in 
Cooling, Rochester. 

Jan Galbraith, church warden of St Mary, 
said it is vital communities work together 
and warned that villages which failed to do 
so could see their churches close. 

“In our village our pub and shop has closed 
and we don’t want to see that happen with 
the church,” she said. “The running costs are 
very high. Next year we’ve got our five year¬ 
ly repair system bill which is about £70,000.” 

Mrs Galbraith said: “Communities must 
pull together or it is likely a lot of smaller 
churches will close. 

“There are people who don’t go to church, 
but want to get married there or have a chris¬ 
tening or burial - they’ve got to help, too.” 

Mrs Galbraith said from next year church¬ 
es will not get a refund on VAT for repairs, 
which currently saves them from five to 12 
per cent under the VAT exemption scheme. 

It was revealed earlier this year by church 
restoration company Cross Builders and 
Kent Police that a spate of lead thefts was 
putting parishes under financial pressure. 

Due to the spate of thefts, insurers were 
limiting pay-outs and the bills were instead 
falling on parishioners to cover.

Cold case successes win 
praise from rape victims

TWO rape victims attacked more 
than 20 years ago in separate 
ordeals have praised the work of 
Kent Police’s cold case team who 
brought their attackers to justice. 

In both cases the women were just 18 when 
they were targeted by strangers and raped. 

Fiona (name changed) had been walking 
along Sandgate promenade near Hythe in 
the early hours of October 20,1989, when she 
was approached by a man wearing a balacla¬ 
va, who raped her. 

The case was re-opened in 2009 after sam¬ 
ples taken from the victim at the time of the 
attack were re-examined using new forensic 
techniques in DNA profiling. 

Stanley Daniels, formerly of Blackbull 
Road, Folkestone, was charged in April with 
the rape after a DNA match was found. 

The 57-year-old, who is already serving 
nine-years for a separate sex attack, was last 
week sentenced to six years after pleading 
guilty at Maidstone Crown Court. 

Fiona said that first call from the Cold Case 
Investigation Team, of the Kent and Essex 
Serious Crime Directorate, came completely 
out of the blue. 

“It was difficult because obviously it’s some¬ 
thing you try and suppress,” she said. “You

don’t want to live with that so you let every¬ 
thing else fill up your mind.” 

Fiona, who admitted she had spent the past 
21 years looking over her shoulder, said her 
treatment by the police was different this 
time compared to 1989 and she had no doubts 
about following the case through. 

“I wouldn’t say I was handled callously 
before, but there was no careful handling,” 
she said. “I felt there was very much an ‘oh 
yeah’ attitude to my story.” 

Fiona said her treatment by the cold case 
team was careful and compassionate and she 
praised them for the work they did. 

“It’s been tough for me leading up to the 
trial. I can’t describe how immense it was 
when the judge said ‘guilty as charged’,” she 
said. “Now I can move on.” 

Another rape victim also praised the 
work of Kent’s cold case team, after 


her attacker was also brought to justice. 

Liz (name changed) was raped when she 
was 18 by Paul Dyne in February, 1986, in 
Deal after she popped out to buy some milk. 

She was dragged to waste ground in Ark 
Lane, where Dyne raped her. 

Due to a DNA match, the 45-year-old was 
charged and sentenced to eight years after 
pleading guilty at Maidstone Crown Court in 
May this year. 

Liz told the BBC: “There are probably a lot 
of women out there just like me who’ve spent 
years being afraid, looking over their shoulder. 

“Now, the tables seem to have turned 
because there are offenders out there and 
they’re the ones that are going to be scared 
right now and they’re looking over their 
shoulder because they’re going to be caught.” 

Det Insp Dave Withers, from the cold case 
investigation team, said: “Just because some¬ 
thing could not be detected 15 or 20 years ago 
doesn’t mean it can’t be detected now. 

“Nearly all of our cold cases are solved due 
to advances in forensic science. It is really 
rewarding when we get a success.” 

The cold case team brought former customs 
officer Kelvin Clyde Bennett to justice after 
he raped a 21-year-old woman three times 
and threatened to kill her in December, 2000. 

The 45-year-old, from Birmingham, was 
sentenced to 12 years in prison. 

It was the first conviction through the cold 
case team, which was formed in April, 2008, 
to re-investigate unsolved murders and 
stranger rapes from the 1960s onwards.

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Trafalgar’s eyewitness 


A LETTER from a ‘common 
sailor’ on board HMS Temeraire 
at the height of the Battle of 
Trafalgar has revealed not all the 
crew were ignorant and unedu¬ 
cated, writes Chris Murphy. 

Documents of such historic events usually 
emerge from the hands of senior officers who 
would have received a formal education. 

But a letter home to Ashford from seaman 
Robert Hope has shattered that image - and 
now it has gone on display for the first time. 

The eyewitness account has been flagged 
up by Quintin Colville, the curator of naval 
vessel history at the National Maritime 
Museum in Greenwich. 

He said: “This letter is 
extremely important for what 
it is describing. This was a 
hugely symbolic victory which 
more or less prepared the way 
for Britain’s naval dominance 
throughout the 19th century. 

“Rather than an officer 
telling the story from the upper 
deck, what we have here is 
Robert Hope, a common sailor, 
but nonetheless a very educat¬ 
ed and articulate one, giving 
his perspective on events, which

is unusual, rare and extremely interesting. 

“What makes this letter particularly excit¬ 
ing is it was written only a couple of weeks 
after the battle. This was a report coming 
back in a very fresh and immediate sense.” 

England, of course, expected its sailors to 
do their duty, and it seems fewer could have 
been more loyal and dedicated than Robert 
Hope some 205 years ago. In one line, the 28-

year-old sailmaker celebrates 
the Navy’s success: “What do 
you think of us Lads of the Sea 
now. I think they won’t send 
their fleets out again in a hurry.” 

The letter was intended for his 
brother, John, in Ashford. He 
writes: “Hoping will find you in 
good health as I bless God I am 
at present.” 

Accounts of Nelson’s victory at 
Trafalgar are many, but it’s 
incredibly rare from one so low 
down the ranks, said Mr Colville. 
Sailor Hope described the moment 
his ship engaged the Spanish four-decker 
Santfsima Trinidad, alongside Nelson’s flag¬ 
ship Victory, but was soon caught in a 
firestorm, and surrounded by French ships. 

After joining a gun crew at battle stations, 
he wrote: “When five more of the enemy’s 
ships came upon us and engage us upon 
every quarter, for one hour and sixteen min¬ 
utes, when one struck but being so closely 


engaged that we could not take possession of 
her at that time, two more seemed to be 
quite satisfied with what they had got so 
sheered off, but the other two was deter¬ 
mined to board us. 

“So with that intent, one dropt on our star¬ 
board side called the la Fue and the other 
dropt on our larboard side called the 
Doubtable, they kept a very hot fire for some 
time. But we soon cooled them for in the 
height of the smoke our men from the upper 
decks boarded them both at the same time, 
and soon carried the day.” 

Mr Colville said the language used and 
accuracy is impressive. There is no mention 
of Victory, nor of Nelson’s death during the 
battle, but Mr Colville said that is not sur¬ 
prising as such information was rarely 
transmitted to crews. 

Genuine 

Hope was still on board, moored off 
Portsmouth, when he wrote. The letter ends 
with tender greetings to his sister and 
father, “... please to let him know that I am 
arrived in England for I long very much to 
hear from him”. 

Mr Colville said: “The family of Hope came 
to us with this letter. It did cost a consider¬ 
able amount, but we are more than satisfied 
it is genuine.” 

Artist JMW Turner recorded the Fighting 
Temeraire’s last moments in an epic work. 
After serving as a prison ship, she was towed 
in 1838 to be broken for scrap. The painting 
of the ship, now in the National Gallery, was 
once voted Britain’s favourite.

A THANET councillor has been jailed 
for four months and disqualified from 
driving for five years after admitting 
two counts of drink-driving, writes 
Florence Tennent. 

Ewen Cameron, Tory representative for 
Bradstowe ward in Broadstairs, was sentenced at 
Margate court on Monday. Cameron, 52, from 
Westgate-on-Sea, had admitted the two 
charges at the same court on October 7. 

The first incident occurred on August 20, 
in a Tesco car park in Broadstairs. 

Security staff had alerted police after 
smelling alcohol on Cameron’s breath. A 
breathalyser test showed 140mg of alcohol 
in 100ml of breath, four times the legal 
limit of 35mg in 100ml of breath. 

For this offence, Cameron was sentenced 
to 80 days in prison and banned from driv¬ 
ing for three years. He had also admitted a 
second offence, committed on October 6, 
while on bail for the first. 

Cameron was arrested after staff at the 
BP petrol station on Canterbury Road, 
Garlinge, reported to the police that he 
appeared unsteady when buying fuel and 
wine just after 9.30am. 

His car was stopped in Westgate and 
Cameron tested positive for 159mg of alco¬ 
hol in 100ml of breath, more than four-and- 
a-half times the limit. For this offence, he 
was imprisoned for 120 days and banned 
from driving for five years. 

He will serve both sentences concurrently. 

Detailing why Cameron was to be jailed, 
chairman of the bench Ian White said: 
“Firstly, due to the extremely high readings. 
Secondly, the off-the-scale levels recorded 
for the second offence were committed 
while on bail for the first offence. 

“Thirdly, the incident in August took place 
in a busy car park during rush hour, posing 
a huge danger to the public.” 

Cameron’s wife had requested the trial be 
delayed as he was not in a fit state to attend 
court, prompting the magistrates to issue a 
warrant for his arrest. 

However, this was withdrawn when 
Cameron was collected and the court was 
satisfied he could understand the case. 

When he arrived, Cameron said he did 
not feel intoxicated, having drunk one-and- 
a-half glasses of wine three hours before the 
start of the trial.

Cameron is quite clearly under the influ-

A MYSTERY metal detector who struck gold in 
a Kent field is in line for some extra cash this 
Christmas, writes Chris Murphy. 


After hours of fruitless scan¬ 
ning, one last pass led to him 
finding a valuable coin just 
inches under the soil. 

It was already late, and the 
man returned to the same 
spot in daylight and scooped 
another nine coins to make up 
what is now known as the 
‘Charing hoard’. 

The first coin was a single 
Edward IV silver groat, lying 
about three inches beneath 
the surface. 

Rarity 

It dates from the Yorkist 
king’s second reign, from 
1471-83, and is worth up to 
£200. Five days later, the 
metal detector was back in the 
field and this time found nine 
coins nestling under the 
ground. One of them was a 
rare gold half-ryal, alone 
worth up to £500. 

The hoard, found last year, 
was recorded and released by 
the British Museum, freeing 
the way for it to be sold at auc¬ 
tion to the highest bidder. 

Specialist London coins and 
medals auctioneer Morton & 
Eden expects the 10 coins to 
fetch about £1,500 in a sale on 


Thursday, November 11, at 
Sotheby’s. The detector, who 
has asked not to be named, 
said: “I’d virtually given up 
finding anything on that first 
afternoon. 

“But finding the silver groat 
on the last pass of the day lift¬ 
ed my spirits and I had a feel¬ 
ing I might find more. 

“When I showed the first 
coin to the farmer who owns 
the land, he said, ‘What’s the 
chance of finding another one 
of these?’. 

“He couldn’t believe his eyes 
when I tipped the others into 
his hand.” 

The detector said he has to 
follow all the strict rules sur¬ 
rounding the work. 

He said: “I started metal 
detecting about three years 
ago, purely as a hobby. 

“I always search with per¬ 
mission from the landowner 
and pass everything I find 
back to them. 

“This find had to be reported 
to the authorities and the 
British Museum has recorded 
it and then returned the coins 
to me. I shall be splitting the 
proceeds of the sale with the 
farmer.”

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Good TV reception ‘not 
a right’ viewers are told

TELEVISION viewers in 
east Kent have been 
warned the much-heralded 
digital switchover may not 
guarantee an end to inter¬ 
ference and pixel scramble. 

Thanet is one of the worst dis¬ 
tricts in the UK for poor reception 
due to its proximity to France, with 
parts of Canterbury also suffering 
from white noise affecting what 
would usually be the strongest ter¬ 
restrial channels. 

Kent’s digital switchover will take 
place in 2012, but the government 
minister responsible - Ed Vaizey - 
has warned it may not be the answer 
to viewers’ prayers. 

“There is, unfortunately, no 
absolute right to TV coverage,” he 
said during a Parliamentary debate 



NO PROMISES: Interference may 
continue after the digital switchover 

on the subject. “People who live out¬ 
side the analogue coverage area and 
want to watch television sometimes 
have to incur additional costs... get¬ 
ting a specialised aerial or another 
TV platform, such as satellite. 

“Nevertheless, it is obviously com¬ 
mon sense that we want as many 
people as possible to have access to a 
service which the vast majority of the 
population enjoys, and Ofcom is 
doing all it reasonably can to ensure 


viewers have access to digital terres¬ 
trial TV after switchover.” 

There are currently 10 television 
transmitters serving the Meridian 
region, of which four - Bluebell Hill, 
Dover, Margate and Tunbridge Wells 
- are in Kent. 

But despite both the Dover and 
Margate transmitters serving Thanet, 
some areas of the district - Broad- 
stairs in particular - suffer extreme¬ 
ly poor reception on both analogue 
and digital equipment. 

Mr Vaizey added that the only 
suitable location for a new trans¬ 
mitter would be on the top of 
Thanet College in Broadstairs, but 
the college is concerned such equip¬ 
ment might prevent future develop¬ 
ment of the site. 

The debate was secured by South 
Thanet Tory MP Laura Sandys, her 
North Thanet colleague Roger Gale 
was also in attendance. 

Ms Sandys said: “We in Thanet no 
longer want to be left at the end of 
the line or without a signal.” 


Rough sleepers on the increase 


A CHARITY has claimed Government’s target to end 
street homelessness by 2012 could be over ambitious 
after the latest count showed rough sleeping is on the up. 

Volunteers from Kent-based Porchlight and local 
authorities counting people sleeping on the county’s 
streets found an increase of almost double since 2008. 

Although the latest figures showed there were just 25 
homeless people, this year’s count only covered nine dis¬ 
tricts, instead of the full 13 as seen in 2009, when 23 peo¬ 
ple were found rough sleeping. In 2008, the total was 10. 

Mike Barrett, chief executive of 
Porchlight, said: “Charities such as ours 
have known the true extent of the problem 
for years.” 

New guidelines to evaluate the extent of 
rough sleeping were introduced last month 
with a broader definition of who could be 
included in the counts. 

Porchlight, which works to support single, 
vulnerable homeless people or those at risk 
of homelessness, carried out the research 
every year in the county. But now all coun¬ 
cils must take part in counts or provide esti¬ 
mated figures to central government. 

Housing minister Grant Shapps intro¬ 


duced the changes, stating previous rules had not given a 
true picture of the scale of the problem. In July, 440 rough 
sleepers were counted in England on any given night, but 
when the changes were introduced that rose to 1,247. 

Mr Barrett said: “Now that a more accurate picture has 
been revealed, the 2012 target to end street homelessness 
in England is looking more than ambitious.” 

Figures revealed Dover and Shepway had the highest 
number of rough sleepers, with eight and nine respectively.

Dive! into underwater art

AN ARTIST with a love for warm 
waters and a lust to provide stag¬ 
geringly beautiful underwater 
seascapes to preserve wildlife 
has created a submerged wonder. 

Jason deCaires Taylor, from Canterbury, 
has designed and made more than 400 life- 
sized statues of people he met in Mexico and 
arranged them on the seabed. 

The eerie result can be seen in these 
remarkable pictures. 

It’s called the Silent Evolution and we 
asked Jason, 36, to explain the reasoning 
behind it. 

He said: “It is a monumental underwater 
sculptural installation located in the trans¬ 
parent waters of the Mexican Caribbean. 

“Over 400 permanent life-sized sculptures 
form a complex reef structure for marine 
life to colonise and inhabit, alleviating pres¬ 
sure on existing natural reefs. 

“The sculptures are located in the 
National Marine Park of Cancun, Isla 
Mujeres and Punta Nizuc. Work placing the 
400 figures has been completed early. 

“It is now one of the largest and most 
ambitious underwater artificial attractions 
in the world, occupying an area of over 420

square metres, and with a total weight of 
over 180 tonnes. 

“I would like to thank all the models who 
patiently stood in their underwear covered 
in Vaseline and plaster for over an hour, 
thus requiring trust and bravery.” 

Jason, who learnt traditional stone carv¬ 
ing at Canterbury Cathedral, dedicated this 
work to his parents Christine and Roy who 
“have been the bow that fired this arrow”. 

“I would also like to point out that this 
installation is by no means over and the sec¬ 
ond phase is dependant on nature’s artists 
of the sea, to nurture, evolve and apply the 
patina of life,” he said. 

The spot chosen for this magnificent work 
of art could not have been more suitable. 

The Cancun Marine Park is one of the 
most visited stretches of water in the world, 
with more than 750,000 tourists each year 
placing immense pressure on its resources. 

The artificial reef means the 
existing reefs have a chance to 
regenerate and develop. 

Jason, who swaps his time 
between Canterbury and Mex¬ 
ico, said: “Casts for The Silent 
Evolution were taken from a 
broad cross-section of society, 
predominantly Mexican. 

“Sculptures range from 
Rosario, an 85-year-old nun, to 
Santiago, a three-year-old boy, 
with various occupations rep¬ 
resented, including an 
accountant, yoga instructor, 
fisherman, student, acrobat, 
carpenter and park ranger. 


“The sculptures will be changed in their 
appearance over time, as coral grows and 
marine life establishes itself. Aesthetic con¬ 
trol is relinquished to nature in stark phys¬ 
ical manifestation of the intellectual mes¬ 
sage behind the work.” 

Divers are encouraged to visit the under¬ 
water marvel, and glass-bottomed boats 
will take visitors who prefer to remain dry 
to the site. 

Just getting the statues completed was a 
work of epic proportions. The 18-month 
project required 120 tonness of cement, 
sand and gravel, 3,800m of fibre-glass, 
400kg of silicone, 8,000 miles of red tape, 
120 hours working underwater, and 
$250,000. 

But the work took its toll on those taking 
part - the team suffered more than 2,500 
mosquito bites, tabano bites, fire ant stings, 
and more than 20 nips from damsel fish.

‘SUPER LEP’ IS IN A PICKLE 


Why is the coalition Government’s malleable definition of localism’ ignoring Kent’s 
historic boundaries, asks Cllr RODNEY CHAMBERS of Medway Council 


L OCALISM, localism, localism is 
what counts, communities min¬ 
ister Eric Pickles has told us all. 
Though he did add, with a wry 
smile, not necessarily in that order. 

Now it seems it isn’t the order of these three 
words that are in doubt - it’s their meaning. 

In fact, it appears localism has failed at its 
first hurdle, if the recent announcement on 
local enterprise partnerships (LEPs) is any¬ 
thing to go by. 

While LEPs might not sound very excit¬ 
ing, the Government has great expecta¬ 
tions that they will “radically reshape 
the way business and government 
interact at the local level”. 

If that is right, it will have far- 
reaching implications for decision 
making on infrastructure, housing 
and enterprise. During the sum¬ 
mer, Mr Pickles, along with busi¬ 
ness secretary Vince Cable, called 
upon businesses and local authori¬ 
ties to seize the initiative and cre¬ 
ate their own local partnerships. 

That is why we in Medway asked for 
one to be based around the historic 
county of Kent - called the Kent and 
Medway bid. To me, that sounds pretty local. 

And it was a bid supported by the majority of 
MPs in Kent, as well as many businesses and 
council leaders. 

Even though Mr Pickles has said “I won’t stand 
in your way” and “I will trust local government to 
deliver”, he didn’t like what he was hearing about 
a Kent and Medway LEP. 

In fact, he intervened at a very late stage to 
ensure plans for an alternative LEP for Kent and 
Essex were realised. Then later on, only a couple 
of weeks ago, East Sussex was suddenly included. 

This so-called ‘Super LEP’ which is the largest 
to be given the go-ahead by the Government, will 
have a combined population of 3.9 million. 

That is equal to Berlin, bigger than Madrid or 
Rome, and more than Paris, Lyon and Marseilles 
added together. 

The geographic area of these three counties is 
roughly a third the size of Belgium, more than 
the land taken up by Luxembourg and about a 


quarter the size of Holland. Is this really what we 
were promised by the localism agenda? Because 
in reality, this sounds more like a return to 
regionalism than the promised local solutions 
decided by local communities. 

A Kent, Essex and East Sussex LEP could 
include 34 councils and thousands of businesses. 
Far too large to allow proper decision-making and 
unlikely to benefit the interests of Medway. 

This LEP has been forced on local government 
by the communities and business secretaries, 
despite opposition from local authorities and 
businesses across Kent. 

This makes a mockery of Mr Pickles’ 
statement that local government should 
not be told what to do by Whitehall. 
Recently, he said “if local politicians 
want to change the way government 
operates, their council should pick 
up the phone” to his department. 

So it’s surprising he hasn’t found 
time to meet with Medway before 
this announcement, even though 
we have made numerous attempts 
to arrange such a meeting. The 
Kent, Essex and East Sussex LEP 
is also at odds with what Mr Pickles 
has agreed elsewhere in the country. 
In the North East there were calls to 
- ^ retain the regional structure, but Mr 
Pickles thought that might be too regional. 
Never mind that the North East regional devel¬ 
opment agency covers a population of about 2.5 
million - nearly 1.5 million smaller than the 
super LEP he has agreed for our area. 

It seems ministers only want to allow localism 
to thrive if it fits what they want. This was some¬ 
thing we all hoped had ended with the previous 
government. However, they have disregarded so 
much about Kent and Medway. Mainly that this 
is not an artificial region - it is a stable, organic, 
historic county with a natural economy. 

With a population of 1.6 million - already larg¬ 
er than any UK city except London - it would be 
large enough to negotiate with Whitehall, but 
small enough to address local issues. 

In the spirit of localism, I would ask both min¬ 
isters to think again about their decree for one 
Local Enterprise Partnership for Kent, Essex and 
East Sussex. But before they do, they might want 
to check to see what localism really means.

In addition to its beautiful coastline, Kent 
is also home to a wealth of idyllic rural loca¬ 
tions, castles, stately homes and other 
attractions that make it one of the most pop¬ 
ular visitor destinations in the UK. 

So the next time you complain about the 
place, just remember - parts of it are right up 
there with the best of them. 

Unforgettable day 
of FA Cup action 

NOT since 1963 has there been a bigger 
weekend for Kent football. 

No less than five of the county’s teams 
made it to the first round proper of the FA 
Cup, perhaps signalling better times ahead 
for Kent’s mostly non-league make-up. 

But no matter how Saturday’s fixtures 
turn out, at least the supporters of the 
teams involved will take away memories 
that will last a lifetime. 


Here’s how to 
lose the tolls 

Marijke Cox’s story about the 
Dartford Crossing struck me as 
being veiy wide of the mark and 
did not address the actual problems 
(KoS, last week). 

We now have a new Government 
(albeit a coalition) and they prom¬ 
ised openness and honesty as their 
central theme. The Dartford tolls 
must be removed to honour promis¬ 
es made in the past. 

The Dartford crossing has now 
reached a critical stage. Every day 
during peak hours the approach 
roads are virtually at a standstill. 

The time has come to take action. 
The reason is the requirement for 
every vehicle to stop at the toll 
booth to make payment, even those 
with a DART tag. Before the toll 
booths can be removed the follow¬ 
ing roadworks must be carried out: 

• The bridge should be two lanes 
each way, with a permanent central 
barrier. 

• The bridge will then only be used 
by cars and light vans. 

• All HGVs and vehicles other than 
cars and light vans should use the 
tunnels. 

• The tunnels will have a 50mph 
speed limit. 

• Approach roads should be modi¬ 
fied to divert traffic into the tunnels 
or bridge. 

With this work, no vehicle would 
be required to stop. Cars and light 
vans can use the bridge and it will 
be motorway class, having no effect 
on traffic flow and no reduced 
speed limit. 

All other traffic will use the tun¬ 
nels and the 50mph limit will have 
next to no effect, since this class of 
traffic (HGV and towing vehicles) is 
limited to 60mph in any case. 

The new layout of the Dartford 
Crossing should be four lanes each 
way (two on the bridge each way 
and two in the tunnels each way). 
The only reason there are multiple 
lanes at the moment is because of 
the toll booths. Once the toll has 
been removed and the above simple 
modifications have been carried out, 
then work should begin on building 
two more tunnels for the future pre¬ 
dicted increase in traffic volumes. 

The only problem I can see with 
my scheme is that is too simple and 
too inexpensive when compared to 
the proposed completely new cross¬ 
ing lower down between Essex and 
Kent. So a lot of contractors would 
lose out on more costly proposals.

Rail crossing is 
an opportunity 

The planned third Thames 
crossing must include rail facil¬ 
ities. The high-speed line 
through Kent is designed only 
for fast passenger trains. It is 
essential for express services to 
Ashford and other east Kent 
destinations, and also for inter¬ 
national services. Demands on 
the existing line to St Pancras 
to meet these needs are set to 
increase dramatically. 

Anybody travelling along the 
new railway to St Pancras can 
see the factories, depots and 
port facilities in east London 
and Essex that could be served 


by additional tracks suitable 
for international freight trains. 

Transhipment north of the 
Thames, rather than in north¬ 
ern France or Belgium, would 
greatly reduce problems on 
Kent’s crowded roads. An addi¬ 
tional new railway could also 
provide extra capacity for com¬ 
muter trains from north Kent 
and the Medway towns, partic¬ 
ularly if in due course it could 
be extended through Chatham 
Maritime. Experience has 
already demonstrated that the 
high-speed line is not the best 
way to provide such services. 

Most of the money for a new 
Thames rail crossing will have 
to come from private sources. 
Such investment would enable 
the freight industry to diversify 
from road haulage, which will 
become increasingly uncompet¬ 
itive compared with rail freight 
in other countries. 

Train fares in Kent are higher 
than anywhere in the world. 
However, if these charges must 
be inflicted, the proceeds of 
increased ticket prices should 
at least go towards the new rail 
line I am suggesting. To regain 


prosperity, the UK will need 
exports that will almost 
inevitably be transported 
through Kent. The timescales 
involved in building a new rail¬ 
way are such that there is a 
national, as well as regional, 
imperative to start planning 
now if the UK is to take advan¬ 
tage when the world recovers.

‘Silent service’ 
remembered 

On November 11, we will be 
remembering all those who lost 
their lives in defence of this coun¬ 
try. With the emphasis on our forces 
in the Middle East in the present 
day, we must honour these brave 
individuals with all our hearts. 

Gravesend has a long connection 
with the sea. It is a heritage town 
with a tradition of being involved 
with and serving the river and the 
oceans beyond. I would like to put 
the case for focusing the town’s 
attention on the Merchant Navy, 
dubbed the silent service because 
they were not acknowledged for 


many years. In the next week, let’s 
put this right. The Merchant Navy 
was, in the main, made up of civil¬ 
ians, yet they actively put them¬ 
selves in danger by continually 
manning the ships to bring urgent¬ 
ly needed supplies to Britain. 

They often worked in appalling 
conditions, menaced by U-boats and 
in severe weather, sometimes with 
only one military escort to guard 
30 merchant ships. 

On the September 3,1939, 250 
miles west of Ireland, the Athenia, 
carrying 1,300-plus passengers and 
crew was torpedoed by the Nazi 
submarine U-30. Most on board 
were rescued, but 128 were lost, 
including 35 crew. She was our first 
casualty of the war. The Merchant 
Navy also braved the Arctic con¬ 
voys when to be sunk meant cer¬ 
tain death. Indeed, the death toll 
for Arctic convoys alone from 1941- 
45 was in excess of 3,000. History 
will always tell of great battles and 
military deeds, and rightly so, but 
we should not forget the Merchant 
Navy that got the combatants there 
and supplied their needs. We 
helped make victory possible, but 
sometimes paid a terrible price. 

Records show the Merchant Navy 


lost more than 30,000 men in World 
War Two. Please remember them.

Who is really the 
victim of terror? 

Regarding your story headlined 'Police bring 
end to animal extremists’ reign of terror’, one 
has to examine why people have been driven 
to such lengths to attempt to close 
Huntingdon Life Science laboratories (HLS). 

HLS is Europe’s largest animal testing lab. 
A major part of their work involves testing 
chemicals and household products such as 
food sweeteners and insecticides. These proce¬ 
dures are not harmless tests on animals, but 
extremely painful and sickening experiments 
on cats, dogs, primates and other defencless 
creatures, often with no anaesthetic. 

This wretched place was first exposed in 
1981 when an undercover investigator 
revealed animals with open sores, cowering 
with fear in cages covered in blood, vomit and 
diarrhoea. 

In 1997, Channel 4 filmed workers punch¬ 
ing beagles in the face. In 2004, The Observer 
newspaper exposed HLS for gassing beagle 
dogs to test a CFC chemical which was 
banned 15 years before. 

And in 2008, HLS was exposed again when 
monkeys were shipped for up to 70 hours 
from Vietnam. The experiments on them are 
too distressing to detail here. 

If pets were treated in the street as are 
these unfortunate animals, there would be a 
public outcry. But animal experiments are 
protected by the Official Secrets Act. 

Only undercover investigations have 
revealed the horrific mistreatment of these 
living, sentient beings. Many drugs tested on 
animals have had disastrous effects on 
humans, the most notorious being the morn¬ 
ing sickness drug Thalidomide which caused 
babies to be bom deformed. There are 


humane and far more efficient methods of 
testing products and medicines without 
resorting to using living animals, such as cell 
and tissue cultures and stem cell research. 

When years of peaceful protest are ignored 
by successive governments who protect the 
profits of multinationals and the pharmaceu¬ 
tical industry, is it any wonder that people 
who care desperately about the deliberately 
inflicted suffering of animals take matters 
further and, like the suffragettes and the 
abolitionists of slavery, are willing to give up 
their liberty to effect change.

Our fruit heritage 
worth conserving 

I read with interest your story headlined 
‘Orchards crisis a risk to Garden of England 
title’ (October 24). 

As fruit sommelier for Sainsbury’s, conserv¬ 
ing Britain’s orchards and encouraging shop¬ 
pers to enjoy British apples and pears is of 
huge importance. 

Through Sainsbury’s work with its concept 
orchards, we work with growers to ensure 
orchard land is protected and preserved for 
growing Britain’s favourite fruit for years to 
come. Under this scheme, orchard yields have 
increased from 20 tonnes per hectare to 60 
tonnes. Furthermore, as a nation we are pro¬ 
ducing 36 per cent of all apples sold in the 
UK, a figure which has increased progres¬ 
sively from 24 per cent in 2003. 

We are constantly working closely with our 
growers to introduce non-British varieties to 
UK soil - meaning we are less reliant on 
imports. Our recent offering of the new 
Delsanne pear (created in France, but now 
being grown in new orchards in the UK exclu¬ 
sively for Sainsbury’s) is a prime example. 

Five years ago it would have been impossible 
to imagine growing British Braebums, but 
we’ve proved we can do it. 

It’s also worth noting that sales of the 
Sainsbury’s Best of British apple bag - a 
selection of different varieties - are up almost 
50 per cent on last year, showing that we are 
investing in British fruit more than ever 
before. My message to readers is to seek out 
home-grown fruit and buy seasonally - the 
only real way to protect our orchards for 
future generations.

Private sector can 
fill the RDA void 

There have been cries of dismay over Vince 
Cable’s admission that the new local enterprise 
partnerships (LEPs) will not receive funding to 
enable them to access the Government’s 
£1.4 billion regional growth fund. 

However, critics should pause to think 
before rushing to the conclusion that this will 
inhibit access to finance for small businesses. 

Earlier this year, regional development 
agencies (RDAs) were abolished partly 
because they ate up £2bn per year, or 13 per 
cent of the investment that they managed, in 
admin costs. Funding for the LEPs would 
only serve to reinstate the RDA system, if 
perhaps on a smaller scale. 

What seems to be at fault here, is the fun¬ 
damental process by which regional business¬ 
es are expected to apply for Government 
funding, by demonstrating how well their 
plans fit into a cumbersome sub-regional poli¬ 
cy master plan. To anyone who isn’t 
immersed in policy-speak, it borders on mad¬ 
ness for the Government to fund bodies so 


that they can afford to apply for more 
Government funds. Instead, communication, 
referrals, bid preparation and evaluation 
should really all be taken up by private sec¬ 
tor organisations and advisers on the ground, 
who are trusted by businesses and do not 
require funding. Accountants, for instance, 
are well placed to signpost businesses to the 
fund and provide support to applicants. 

If there are still concerns that more disad¬ 
vantaged regions may lose out, the 
Government should simply agree on a given 
percentage of the £1.4bn to be allocated to 
each region. The growth of small businesses 
will be vital to the recovery of the economy 
and Government money must be allocated 
where it will help them the most, not poured 
into a bureaucratic black hole.

WE all thought Skoda 
was going soft after the 
famous ‘Made of Lovely 
Stuff cake adverts for TV. 

But the Czech marque 
is now showing its hard¬ 
er side with a multi-mil¬ 
lion pound follow-up ad 
series called ‘Made of 
Meaner Stuff to promote 
the new Fabia vRS hot 
hatch (from £15,700). 

The liquorice, treacle 


and jelly of the original 
cake-makers have given 
way to darker ingredi¬ 
ents: a bone chassis and 
snake-powered engine. 

The latter is the VW 
Group’s supercharged 
and turbocharged 1.4- 
litre petrol, tuned to pro¬ 
duce 180bhp - quite a 
departure from the pre¬ 
vious model’s turbodiesel 
unit. 



Long wait is over for new Sharan 


IT IS 15 years since Ford and the 
VW group entered the then 
embryonic people carrier sector. 

The union created the original 
Ford Galaxy and the VW 
Sharan/Seat Alhambra; the 
design was a roaring success and 
good enough to last all this time, 
though Ford ducked out early 
with an all-new Galaxy a few 
years ago. 

The VW replacement (from 
£22,980) was worth waiting for 
however; it looks more compact 
yet manages to be bigger, roomi¬ 
er and more stylish. 


And it is also more practical, 
with sliding rear doors and - 
hallelujah - both rear seat rows 
fold away into the floor instead 
of having to be manhandled 
from the car and stashed some¬ 
where if you need to vary the 
seating plan or convert the 
Sharan into a van. 

It is available with a wide range 
of petrol and diesel engines. 

Most models come with seven 
seats as standard, but there is 
also a six-seat Executive trim 
with sumptuous leather uphol- 
steiy and armrests from £29,345.

PRICES for the seventh generation 
Volkswagen Passat have been 
announced and order books are 
open, with deliveries from January. 

The saloon starts at £18,470 and the 
voluminous estate from £19,745 - the 
latter is expected to outsell the for¬ 
mer for the first time. 

And VW stresses that every panel 
and glass surface apart from the roof 
is new - the usual line when a car- 
maker is worried by early comments 
like “but it doesn’t look any different”. 

Whether it is evolutionary rather 


than revolutionary against its prede¬ 
cessor though, the latest car looks 
classy and pressurises VW’s own 
premium brand Audi and its rivals, 
especially in hard times. 

VW has also underlined the Passat’s 
overall economy; all diesels are now 
badged as eco-friendly BlueMotion 
models equipped with battery 
recharging via braking and 
Stop/Start systems. This gives the 
entry-level 1.6-litre TDI an average 
mpg in the mid-60s and a barely road 
taxable 114 g/km of C02 emissions.

GLAMOUR MODEL: 
Peugeot’s RCZ 


PEUGEOT outlined ambitious 
plans early in 2010 to climb three 
places to seventh in the world vehi¬ 
cle production rankings in just five 
years, writes Steve Loader. 

It also revamped its famous lion logo to show 
style mixed with aggression - a mood matched 
by a stunning supercar concept unveiled this 
year too. 

And while petrolheads admired that, the 
firm launched a real world sports model no 
less stunning - the RCZ. 

The French marque is also currently outper¬ 
forming the UK market with sales this year 
up 12.7 per cent against an overall 7.8 per 
cent. 

But how is this mood swing viewed at the 
coal face after years of Peugeot seemingly 
happy to allow sister brand Citroen to grab the 
limelight? 

Kevin Khanna, dealer principal at Thames 
Motor Group in Tunbridge Wells has both 
French marques onsite, along with resurgent 
Italian brand Fiat, and reckons healthy com¬ 
petition is good for all, but added: “Peugeot fits 
the Tunbridge Wells/Sevenoaks area well 
anyway, but recent additions to the range 
like the 3008 crossover and 5008 people 
\ carrier have really added to customer 
I choice - we’ve even got the RCZ to add 
[ extra glamour.” 

He is also pleased because Peugeot is 
Thames’ newest arrival on its Longfield 
, { Road site; the group has operations at 
IV Slough and Croydon and took over the 
Tunbridge Wells premises in 1998 when it 

was a Fiat/Alfa Romeo dealership, adding 
Citroen in 2005 and swapping Alfa for 
Peugeot in 2008. 

“I think we have gone and will continue to go 
from strength to strength with the brands we 
have,” he said. “Times have changed and people 
are worried about their jobs, looking more at 
the running costs, watching the depreciation, 
insurance, tax, servicing and other outgoings. 

“It is making them think about superminis, 
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MPVs and smaller estates like the Peugeot 
207SW.” 

But he thought the absence of shocks in the 
Government’s recent spending review had 
helped consumer confidence: “The car market 
is very sensitive and I couldn’t believe how 
quiet it was the week before the review and 
then it went mad the day after (Thursday) and 
carried on until Sunday.” 

He has little patience with the doom-mon¬ 
gers of the trade in any case: “It’s about selling 
the cars rather than taking customers’ orders. 

“People may well do much of their research 
online, but they still want someone to ‘sell’ 
them the car, take them over it and give them 
that personal contact. 

“During the Scrappage scheme, smaller 
and cheaper cars almost sold themselves 
with the £2,000 grant - we were offering 
them as cheaply as £4,995 - but I called a big 
sales meeting right after the scheme finished 
and told our team to go out and sell cars prop¬ 
erly again.”

VW Scirocco 


UNLESS you arc obsessed with 
image - and I hope Tin not - then 
cars designed to deliver most 
pleasure should also have a meas¬ 
ure of practicality 

RoimIh Hire now so crowded and restricted Ihtt 
opportunities to experience that elusive joy of 
‘motoring* are few and far between, so why 
endure the costs, bone-hard chassis set-up, 
cramped conditions and pitiful rear passenger 
and luggage capacity of a classic coupe? 

Ah yes, image. Well you go and read some¬ 
thing else then and Fll start bilking about the 
VW Scirocco - the belated third generation 
Scirocco. 

IVe yet to hear a good explanation why VW 
dropped the type in 1992 after nearly 20 years, 
but it's back.,, and Vm glad, 

The new car recreates the style plus usability 
format of the 1970s original from Italian design 
star Giorgetto G-iugiaro, who was responsible 
for several early post-Beetle VW designs. 

The essence of that early design was less 


obvious in the bland 1982 follow-up, though 
there was an attempt at catching the eye by 
splitting the tailgate glass with a spoiler a 
fairly pointless exercise that fooled no-one and 
messed up the rearward visibility. 

You get the impression the design team 
behind the new car w r ould have nothing to do 
w r ith such frippery; the Scirocco Mklll looks 
muscular, wide and is a real wind-cheater and 
yet it will seat four in comfort and carry their 


luggage. The quartet might have a whinge 
about lifting that luggage over the high boot 
lip, but they cannot possibly complain about 
the space available there or in the cabin itself 

Fm probably being a little fanciful here, but 
there is even a strong argument for calling the 
Scirocco a 'coupe MFV because it really is a 
sporting multi-purpose vehicle. 

And there is even more evidence of that in 
tlie wide range of engines on offer, including 


economical yet lively diesels and topped by a 
snorting 262bhp turbocharged 2,0-litre petrol 
unit priced from £23,505. 

But it is the engine of the test car I want 
to focus on, a lightweight 1,4-litre petrol unit 
that uses a turbocharger/supercharger combi¬ 
nation to boost this relatively tiny engine to 
deliver a useful 158bhp. 

It should average well over 4()mpgin average 
use, the mad tax/emissions are not horrendous

and it looks good value at just over £20,000, but 
it combines beautifully with the Scirocco’s 
even-tempered and balanced chassis. 

And then it delivers that joy of motoring I 
mentioned earlier, without the everyday costs 
and discomfort I also quoted as the traditional 
bane of coupe ownership. 

It is not alone, of course; Volvo offers the C30 
and it is a likeable car that ought to sell better, 
but that fancy glass tailgate, small boot and 


the horribly fiddly luggage cover make it look 
like hard work up against the wicked looking, 
but oh so practical Scirocco. 

I’ve also named BMW’s 1-Series coupe as the 
VWs best rival and that handles well too with 
its classic rear-wheel drive, but it’s not a great 
four-seater, it has a conventional and rather 
cramped boot and a bluff-fronted prize fighter 
ugliness that contrasts sharply with the 
Scirocco’s sleek wedge nose. 


If you are to quibble then perhaps the VW’s 
window line is a little high for those sitting in 
the back - the kids might not appreciate it - 
and the interior looks like the Gulf hatchback 
from which it is so clearly derived. 

You could also say that the badge isn’t snob¬ 
by enough for coupe buyers, but what about 
the value? 

After all, you are getting two cars in one - it’s 
a coupe MPV.

The Motability Scheme - run by the non¬ 
profit making independent organisation 
Motability - gives disabled people the opportu¬ 
nity to own or lease a car at an affordable 
price. 

The scheme helps with leasing or buying a 
car if you receive the War Pensioners’ Mobility 
Supplement or the higher rate of the mobility 
component of Disability Living Allowance 
(DLA). 

Even if you don’t drive, you can apply for a 
car as a passenger and propose two other peo¬ 
ple as your drivers. 

You can also apply for a car on behalf of a 
child aged three or over, who is entitled to the 
mobility component of Disability Living 
Allowance. 

There are several finance options available 
to you if you are looking to get a vehicle for a 
disabled driver:

MOTABILITY can sometimes 
offer financial help towards the 
cost of a suitable car, adaptations, 
driving lessons or a Wheelchair 
Accessible Vehicle. 

Grants average nearly £20 million a year, 
helping some 5,000 customers with their 
mobility needs. There are several sources: 

• Charitable Grants 

Funding for charitable grants comes from 
Mutability’s fund-raising activities and the 
Motability Tenth Anniversary Trust, to pro¬ 
vide help towards: 

1) Advance Payments on standard produc¬ 
tion cars. 

2) Adaptations: such as hand controls, 
swivel seats, wheelchair hoists. 

3) Driving Lessons: customers aged between 
16-24, and in receipt of the Higher Rate 
Mobility Component may be eligible for help 
towards the cost of driving lessons. 


• Government grants 

Motability also administers funds on 
behalf of the Government for people who 
need a heavily adapted car, often a wheel¬ 
chair accessible vehicle. There are three pos¬ 
sible sources: 

The Specialised Vehicles Fund: for people 
who need a wheelchair accessible vehicle, 
either as a driver or passenger. 

War Pensioners: people receiving the War 
Pensioners’ Mobility Supplement and quali¬ 
fying for a Motability car, may be eligible for 
a grant from the Service Personnel and 
Veterans Agency, based on medical records. 

If this requires a vehicle or adaptations 
costing more than the standard grants avail¬ 
able, an application can be made to 
Motability for help. 

Ex-Invalid Vehicle Service Holders: 
Motability also deals with applications from 
customers who previously drove a three¬ 
wheeled, blue ‘trike’, or other Government 
vehicle.

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Chamber chief Frost 
offers warm outlook

CHAMBERS of Commerce chief 
David Frost delivered an upbeat eco¬ 
nomic message to lift members of 
Kent’s largest local chamber. 

“It is difficult to see anything that is not work¬ 
ing in this locality’s favour to take full advan¬ 
tage of economic recovery,” he told the AGM of 
the Kent Invicta Chamber in Ashford. 

The director general of the British Chambers 
of Commerce (BCC) singled out the availability 
of land ready for development and the commu¬ 
nications advantages, especially the high-speed 
rail link. 

He said: “I came here on the Javelin and it 
took me less time than many rail travel journeys 
to London suburbs.” 

He also went on the offensive against those who 
would contradict the BCC’s own surveys, which 
show the economy recovering relatively strongly. 

“There is too much negativity,” Mr Frost said. 
“There is no evidence of a double dip recession 


and our surveys suggest that growth is stronger 
than projected.” 

He considered the overall outlook “pretty pos¬ 
itive” and the possible impact of public services 
cuts was being overdone. 

He also saw positive aspects of the comprehen¬ 
sive spending review, including provision for 
investment in infrastructure and encourage¬ 
ment for manufacturing and exporting. 

However, Mr Frost identified many areas 
where the coalition Government must act to 
help private sector development if it is to drive a 
strong economic recovery and help absorb the 
inevitable job losses in the public sector. 

These include employment legislation, immi¬ 
gration policy and a more liberal planning poli¬ 
cy. He also said it was important to face up to 
challenges from overseas, especially from 
emerging powers such as China, a country he 
had visited recently and was impressed with the 
investment in infrastructure and development. 

It is the BCC’s role, he said, to help businesses 
to overcome impediments to growth, and to rep¬ 
resent their needs. “If necessary, to encourage 
the Government to get out of the way, and allow 
the private sector to get on with the job,” he said.

Court rejects French challenge to fleet upgrade 


EUROSTAR has batted away a court chal¬ 
lenge from French firm Alstom caused by the 
Channel Tunnel high-speed train operator 
placing an order with rival German train 
maker Siemens. 

The row blew up after Eurostar announced 
a £700 million upgrade to its fleet as part of an 
expansion of services. The current fleet of 28 
trains built by Alstom will be upgraded, but a 
further 10 all-new trains with 20 per cent 
more capacity will come from Siemens. 

Alstom chose to challenge the scheme, alleg¬ 
ing the new trains would breach safety regula¬ 
tions for the tunnel and Eurostar failed to fol¬ 
low procurement rules. 

But a High Court judge rejected the French 
firm’s appeal and Eurostar issued a statement 
afterwards: “We are very pleased that the sit¬ 
uation has been resolved and we can proceed

to signing the contract for our new fleet of 
trains with Siemens. 


‘We have always been confident that we con¬ 
ducted a rigorous tender process and have cho¬ 
sen the best trains for our passengers. 


“With our current fleet upgraded and our 
new fleet of trains in place we will be able to 
offer our customers a real alternative to taking 
the plane for short-haul European travel.” 

Eurostar’s ambitious plans follow clear sig¬ 
nals from other European operators and con¬ 
sortia, notably German national carrier 
Deutsche Bahn, that they are also looking at 
expansion of their networks via the tunnel. 

And the prospect of an image-led transatlantic 
airline-style war has been raised by Eurostar’s 
announcement that it will use legendary Italian 
car design house Pininfarina to create a striking 
new identity for the expanded fleet. 

It has been touted as “a contemporary, styl¬ 
ish environment in which passengers can 
work or relax” and offering “the most 
advanced wi-fi and on-board ‘infotainment’ on 
any train in Europe.”

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Fencing firm champions 
gate safety campaign 


JACKSONS Fencing is champi¬ 
oning a national campaign to make 
automated gates safer, following the 
deaths of two children this year. 

Richard Jackson, chief executive 
of the firm, based at Stowting, 
between Hythe and Canterbury, has 
hand-delivered a petition to 10 
Downing Street and was accompa¬ 
nied by relatives of two children 
crushed to death in incidents involv¬ 
ing such gates in Manchester and 
Bridgend, Wales. 

He was joined by MPs from the 
victims’ constituencies and by 
Maidstone and the Weald Liberal 
Democrat spokesman Peter Carroll, 
who also chaired a recent gate safe¬ 
ty summit. 

The summit gathered representa¬ 
tives from a cross-section of com¬ 
panies and organisations in a bid to 
kick-start a programme to improve 
awareness on gate safety and 
ensure everyone - from the trade to 
the public - understands and com¬ 
plies with regulations for automated 
gate safety. 

Mr Jackson - whose firm did not 
supply any of the gates involved in 
the accidents - said: “There needs 
to be an improved interpretation of 
the safety measures in place and 
we need to lobby for tighter controls 
which will impact on any person 
looking to specify, manufacture or 
install an automated gate. 

“We also want the public to be

more aware of what constitutes a 
safe gate. We are appealing to the 
Prime Minister, as the head of 
Government and as a father him¬ 
self, to ensure the appropriate 
action is taken to prevent any fur¬ 
ther tragic accidents.” 

In addition to the two deaths this 
year, a further three accidents 
involving children becoming 
trapped in automated gates have 
been reported, with the victims nar¬ 
rowly escaping serious injury. 

In a recent random survey of 67 
gates, conducted by Jacksons 
Fencing, none were fully compliant 
with the official guidelines.

Law firms can still suffer a Dickensian image epitomised by the 
infamous and near interminable Jarndyce v Jarndyce lawsuit in 
the great Victorian novelist’s Bleak House. By pleading the oppo¬ 
site though, do they then risk losing the gravitas and trust that 
many have spent centuries building? 

It’s a case that could rumble on just like J v J, but business editor 
STEVE LOADER cross-examined David Wilson, chairman of west 
Kent-based law practice Warners, to get a balance of prosecu¬ 
tion and defence in what is actually a fast-changing business.

AVID Wilson exudes the sort of 
calm that a troubled client wants 
to see in the lawyer solving his 
legal problems. So he doesn’t 
rage and shout when he tells you about 
dramatic changes that have shaken up a 
profession he clearly feels deeply for. 

But since he gained his law degree in 1977 he has seen 
governments throw away the long established Legal Aid 
system and encourage the rise of a ‘no win no fee’ culture 
- moves that have changed the face of businesses like 
Warners, where he is a partner and chairman. The firm 
employs 110 people across offices in Bank Street, Tonbridge, 
and South Park in Sevenoaks, and is proud to trace its roots 
back to 1785 when George III was on the throne. 

But a smart website using the strapline ‘modem think¬ 
ing - traditional values’ and even including a Warners 
Online feature where customers can log into a range of 
basic, cost-effective services and 
documents, is testament to the 
way it has had to embrace 
change. 

“We used to do a lot of Legal 
Aid work, which stopped in 
2000,” explained Mr Wilson. “And 
with colleague Robert Twining, I 
had also built up considerable 
expertise in personal injury 
work, which has all but disap¬ 
peared. 

“This has become commoditised 
within an extremely competitive 
market, taken over completely by 
‘big factory 5 law firms and the 
insurance industry. Our diet at 
Warners of personal injury work 
over the past few years has been 
picking up the pieces when 
clients have been funnelled

towards a panel solicitor. I had one client who had a 
panel solicitor in the far North, was very unhappy with 
the service she was receiving and jumped ship. 

“But we are not in the business of putting great big 
personal injury adverts in Yellow Pages or on TV. That 
would devalue what we are trying to achieve. There 
have also been a lot of non-lawyer outfits who have 
muscled in with some gusto, but clients who have been 
persuaded to go that way have found the service unsat¬ 
isfactory - getting the call centre runaround and a dif¬ 
ferent person every time they ring up - issues that have 
made clients come back to us.” 

B ut Mr Wilson, 55, agreed the sharp competition 
has also toughened traditional practices such as 
Warners: “We’re not shy about taking work away 
from other practices because it’s dog-eat-dog out there. 
Similarly, we pay constant attention to our client base 
and those we think may be lured away.” 

Despite all this re-invention, he agreed that Warners

was a remarkably robust business which he regards as 
“the premier law firm in Sevenoaks and Tonbridge” 
though it does have clients further afield and does not 
rule out expansion. “We have a strong private client 
presence that has been built up over generations,” said 
Mr Wilson. “That’s a massive strength and our other one 
is a massive will bank.” 

T he firm has also been able to draw on expertise in 
the farming sector. “We are in the heart of the agri¬ 
cultural community and, of course, as part of the 
heritage of the firm we have looked after some of the 
wealthier families within Kent for over 200 years,” said 
Mr Wilson, adding that fellow partner 
Steve Colville had spearheaded an initia¬ 
tive in a sector where farmland prices and 
demand was booming and generating asso¬ 
ciated need for agricultural tenancies and 
employment. Like many in his profession, 
he also expected the recent rush of employ¬ 
ment litigation generated by slimming 
down the banking and insurance indus¬ 
tries to be followed soon by work arising 
from public sector cuts, but added cautious¬ 
ly: “It hasn’t materialised yet.” 

The other area of possible change and 
growth is alliances with other professional 
firms, and notably accountancies: We have 
good relationships with some pretty solid 
accountancy practices, but whether that 
progresses any further I just don’t know.” 

Asked about his own ambitions, he 
answered simply: “To drive Warners forward 
and make it even more successful than it 
already is. If you don’t have that sort of 
ambition you are in the wrong game.” 

He has been with the firm most of his 
professional life. After graduation, he 
trained in Gravesend, where he was bom 
and bred, and then worked briefly in

London, but hated commuting. Arriving at Warners, he 
relished the court work arising from the Legal Aid sys¬ 
tem: “Unfortunately young lawyers don’t get that kind of 
exposure now where you get chucked in the deep end 
and have to think on your feet,” he said. 

David and his wife, Nichola, have a daughter, Sophie, 
13, and son, Oliver, 10, and the time-honoured clash of 
music tastes is already occurring. David has a deep 
knowledge of soul, reggae and ska, but said: “My kids 
think I should be listening to more Lady Gaga.” 

He also enjoys driving - he has a sought-after 1980s 
VW Golf GTI 16v as a ‘holidays and high days’ car - and 
is a keen runner, tennis player, swimmer and golfer. 


DAVID’S TOP TIPS 

• Be a good listener - “You must listen 
and absorb the brief to be a good 
lawyer, but the rule applies in any pro¬ 
fessional situation - don’t be too quick 
off the mark. Some lawyers are so 
eager to impress with their legal knowl¬ 
edge they end up talking over the client 
- something you must never do.” 

• Presentation is everything - “It might 
sound old-fashioned now, but dressing 
appropriately, clear delivery - sounding 
your consonants - and attention to detail 
are all vital to being taken seriously as a 
professional.”

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A mixed bag, but caution remains 


DEMAND for commercial property 
remains patchy in Kent and the 
region, according to the Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors. 

RICS chief economist 
Simon Rubinsohn said: 
“We are seeing a mixed 
picture for the commer¬ 
cial property sector in the 
South East. 

“The year started posi¬ 
tively, but falling stock 
markets, worries over the 
impact of spending cuts 
and the sustainability of 
the recovery appear to be 
creating an air of caution,

which is impacting on the sector. 

“Nevertheless, providing the economy con¬ 
tinues to grow and the inflation picture does 
not justify a sharp uplift in interest rates, the 
likelihood is that the commercial property 
market will avoid a meaningful relapse into 
recession.” 

Roger Miller, of Tunbridge Wells chartered 
surveyors Michael Rogers, said: “The market 
remains fragile with increased uncertainty 
about spending cuts and their impact.” 

A RICS survey showed the Kent and South 
East region was the only one in the UK over 
the third quarter of 2010 where surveyors 
reported occupier demand rising, with the net 


balance moving to +3 per cent from -11. 

Demand also stabilised across the retail and 
industrial sectors - badly damaged by the 
recession - and the former even bucked the 
national trend and became the only region 
where surveyors reported increasing interest 
in shop units (+7). 

However, surveyors report that concerns 
over the economy have prompted a more cau¬ 
tious attitude from firms nationally when 
making investment decisions, which is impact¬ 
ing across the property market. 

And there are signs of the fragility of confi¬ 
dence even in the South East. Retail capacity 
actually fell, with eight per cent more survey¬ 
ors reporting falls rather than rises in retail 
availability, down from 17 per cent more dur¬ 
ing the previous three months. 


Landlords also know they have to make con¬ 
cessions to secure a letting. Eleven per cent 
more surveyors reported an increase rather 
than decrease in the value of inducements 
offered by landlords in the region. The retail 
sector saw the most inducements. 

And new developments are also falling 
across all South East sectors - the retail and 
industrial arenas showed the biggest fall in 
starts, with the industrial sector recording a 
net balance of -30. 

Despite the South East’s more positive mar¬ 
ket in comparison with other parts of the UK, 
chartered surveyors are also pessimistic about 
commercial rent levels, with 14 per cent more 
expecting rents to fall rather than rise over the 
next three months, an increase from 21 per 
cent more in Q2.

B EING a life-long petrol- 
head Fve admired the skill 
of professional racing driv¬ 
ers from my armchair or 
the press box, but a white-knuck¬ 
le ride around Kent’s Brands 
Hatch gave me an altogether 
different experience. 

For the last three years I have been follow¬ 
ing Motorbase Performance, a team based in 
Wrotham, near Sevenoaks, who compete in 
the popular British Touring Car Champi¬ 
onship (BTCC) and Porsche Carrera Cup. 

An invitation to experience the power of 
their BMW saloon and Porsche cars, used 
in both series, was something I wasn’t 
going to pass up, even though I was a bit 
apprehensive on the way to the West 
Kingsdown circuit. 

Motorbase, who burst onto the scene in 
2004, have enjoyed their most successful 
season to date this year, winning the Porsche 
Carrera Cup team title. They also won two 
races and collected another 12 podium fin¬ 
ishes in the BTCC. 

Over the years they have become one of 
the most popular teams in the paddock and 
are most definitely a force to be reckoned 
with on the track, as I found out first-hand. 

After signing a waiver - which is always 
slightly nerve-racking knowing how easy 
things can go wrong in motor racing -1 was 
ready, or so I thought. How hard could it be? 

As it turns out the team’s drivers, Mat 
Jackson, Steven Kane and Porsche specialist 
Michael Caine, were not out for a leisurely 
Sunday drive, but were instead extremely 
keen to show me, in the passenger seat, just 
how fast they are behind the wheel. 

For people new to the BTCC, the cars look 
on the outside like a regular road-going 
saloon cars, but underneath they are 
stripped-out rocket ships, which can reach a 
top speed of 140mph in very little time at all. 

After equipping myself with a crash hel¬ 
met I climbed inside the car and was met 
by Kane, a highly-talented Northern 
Irishman who finished runner-up in this 


year’s independent drivers’ title race. 

To make things that little more worrying 
for yours truly I noticed, as we edged out of 
the pit lane, that we were heading towards 
Brands Hatch’s famous 1.2-mile Indy circuit 
and that there were other cars to contend 
with on the track. 

The first thing that hit me as we made our 
way to the track was how violent the accel¬ 
eration and gear changes were, it really 
throws your head back against the seat. 

Kane put his foot down and we completed 
six laps of one of the most challenging cir¬ 
cuits in the world in a matter of minutes. 

Brakes 

Probably the most exhilarating - or fright¬ 
ening - aspect is how the driver has no fear 
turning into a blind comer (Paddock Hill 
bend) at speeds well in advance of the 
national speed limit. 

It’s mind-boggling, but I see why they do it 
- the adrenaline msh is immense. 

We soon entered the pits and enjoyed a 
brief rest before I was taken out in the 420- 
horse power monster, otherwise known as a 
Porsche Carrera Cup car. If I thought the 


touring car was fast I was about to be blown 
away in one of the fastest and most powerful 
vehicles to race in Britain. 

My driver for the journey was Michael 
Caine, one of the best Porsche drivers 
around after finishing second in the 2010 
Carrera Cup. 

I think he was intentionally trying to scare 
me because overtaking another car round 
the outside of Paddock Hill bend at speed, 
with barely a cigarette paper between the 
cars is enough to make you wince. 

The speed, the strength of the brakes and 
the amount of grip is unbelievable, but more 
worryingly I couldn’t feel my leg when he 
put his foot to the floor. 

The circuit is predominantly made up of 
right-hand comers so my neck took a batter¬ 
ing, but I only found that out once the adren¬ 
aline had stopped flowing and we were back 
in the pit lane. After taking a couple of hours 
to catch my breath and regain a relatively 
normal skin colour, I was able to reflect on 
what was an incredible experience. 

I take my hat off to all racing drivers 
because it is nowhere near as easy as it looks 
on television, I can assure you. 


Chairman tips his Gs for top-five finish 


AFTER a tough start to life in National 
League mgby, Gravesend look to have found 
their feet and chairman Graham Haggar has 
even tipped them for a top-five finish. 

Promotion from London 1 South last term 
saw the Gs make club history and they began 
the season full of optimism under the leader¬ 
ship of new lead coach Paul Hathaway. 

Four defeats in their first five games left the 
north Kent club reeling, but an upturn in 
results since suggests Gravesend are begin¬ 
ning to adapt to their new surroundings. 

“It’s much faster and much tougher,” 
Haggar said. “Everybody’s that much quicker 
and the backing-up is superb. It’s been pretty 
mixed so far, we didn’t know what we were 
letting ourselves in for and getting stuffed by 
Hertford [50-7] in our second game was a bit 
of a disappointment. 

“But, in the last few games we’ve been com¬ 
ing back quite strongly and we gave 
Basingstoke a surprise when we beat them 


[34-17]. I’d love to say we’ll finish top, but I’m 
a realist, not an idealist. I’d like to think we 
can finish in the top five, we’ve got some 
tough games to come, but we know what 
we’re up against now.” 

The Gs have been buoyed by a regular 
home support of 250 at Rectory Field and 
with the arrival of two new overseas players, 
the squad has been given a timely boost. 

Australian lock-forward Keepa Mewett has 
become a regular in the side, while Hathaway 
has recently drafted in Fijian centre Sitiveni 
Turagaiviu - a player he worked with at 
Tunbridge Wells last season. 

Haggar said: “The nucleus of the old team 
has come through and they’re playing 
extremely well. [Captain] Jamie Forsyth is a 
magnificent leader; he’s a big man in size and 
manner and he helps the boys an awful lot.” 

Gravesend are without a league game this 
weekend, but will face Thanet Wanderers in 
the Kent Cup on Sunday.

THEY may come from the home of ice hockey, but 
Invicta Dynamos’ two Canadian signings are 
enthusiastic about the strength of the sport this 
side of the Atlantic.

He said: “I didn’t 
think everything 
would happen so 
quickly. When I turned pro¬ 
fessional my goal was to earn 
my Challenge Tour card for 
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next year. I’ve ended up with a European 
Tour card and it hasn’t sunk in one bit yet. 
The more I think about it the more I can’t 
believe it. 

“At the minute I’m looking forward to 
playing with Rory (Mcllroy) because he is 
a similar age to me and it will be good to 
see and learn the way he plays.” 

On last week’s win, he added: “I didn’t 
think I could win the event up until the 
12th hole and I saw the leaderboard and 
was only one shot behind. 

“I thought ‘if I can get a couple of birdies 
I could force a play-off, but I ended 
up hitting an eagle on the par five. 
In the situation it was some putt.” 

Haines has just four weeks to 
prepare himself for the European 
Tour as before beginning the 2011 
campaign at the Alfred Dunhill 
Championship in South 
Africa on December 9.

Stevens wants 
to extend good 
times at Kent 


ALL-rounder Darren Stevens 
hopes to sign a two-year con¬ 
tract extension at Kent when 
he returns from playing for 
England in the Hong Kong 
Sixes this weekend. 

The 34-year-old was last week offered a 
one-year extension to his deal which 
expires at the end of next season, but 
the former Leicestershire man is holding 
out for a further two years which would 
see him remain at the club until 2013. 

He said: “I had a contract meeting last 
week and they offered me an extension 
on the contract I have, but I asked if it 
was possible to have another year on top 
of that. 

“I don’t think it’s a big ask, I’ve got bet¬ 
ter each year I’ve played for Kent and fit¬ 
ter each year and long may that continue. 

“The last five years have been good for 
me at Kent and I can see me finishing my 
career there.” 

Stevens had one of his best seasons in 
a Kent shirt after topping the batting 
averages having scored 934 runs at 44.52 
and claiming 27 wickets at 26.85. 

It was enough to earn him the county’s 
player of the year award, but towards the 
end of the season he was one of several 
players to voice their concerns about the 
effect the club’s financial state would 
have on the pitch. 

Feedback 

While it was rumoured counties were 
interested in his signature, Stevens 
never hid his desire to remain at St 
Lawrence and has welcomed the news 
the club could be in a position to make a 
signing or two this winter. 

“I haven’t spoken to anybody, but 
through my agent he said there has been 
a lot of good feedback from other clubs 
and if it didn’t work out at Kent then 
people would be willing to take me on,” 
he said. 

“But I’m happy with where I am at and 
I want Kent to go forwards. If we can get 
a couple of key players in our side and 
maybe a decent overseas, I think we have 
a good chance of doing well.” 

Kent head coach Paul Farbrace said 
he hoped a deal for Stevens would be 
wrapped up shortly, recognising the all- 
rounder’s input in a disappointing season 
for the club this year. 

‘We are veiy keen to get Darren Stevens’ 
contract situation sorted out as quickly 
as possible,” he said. “He is someone we 
want to have at the club as he is a major 
player for us in all forms of the game.” 

Stevens is part of a seven-man England 
squad looking to go one better than last 
year and reach the final of the Hong Kong 
Sixes on Sunday.

THE DOWNWARD spiral of 
non-league attendances in Kent 
appears to have been broadly 
halted, giving struggling clubs 
some reason for cautious optimism 
looking to the future. 

A year ago an investigation by this newspa¬ 
per found attendances were plummeting 
across the county, with the worst hit seeing 
gates halved in two seasons. 

It has forced clubs to get creative, with many 
embracing the radical idea of allowing free 
entry to one-off games. 

While the figures 12 months on still make 
grim reading for some clubs, overall the picture 
is showing signs of, an albeit modest, recovery. 

The average gate for the non-league teams in 
the table is now 500, compared to 486 last year, 
although it is still around six per cent lower than 
the numbers seen in the two seasons before. 

Dartford’s promotion to the Conference 
South has helped them make a big leap over 
the last year, with gates up 40 per cent. 

Interestingly they could now claim to be the 
second biggest club in the county, with atten¬ 
dances now comfortably above that of Dover 
and Ebbsfleet United. 

Biggest 

Bromley’s good start to the campaign has 
seen a big spike in attendance, but proportion¬ 
ally it is a far greater increase than in-form 
teams were experiencing a year ago. 

Despite struggling in the table, Whitstable 
have been another success story, with falling 
gates turned around thanks in part to well 
supported derbies against Sittingboume and 
newly-promoted Faversham Town. 

Committee member Tony Rouse believes it 
is also down to the experience fans get when 
they head to the Belmont. 

He said: “I think it’s because we’re playing 
some half-decent football, the supporters have 
been very appreciative of our style of football. 

“Also, whatever money we make goes into 
the upkeep of the ground which we are keen to 
keep improving - we like to make people feel 
welcome.” 

Compared to figures for this time last sea¬ 
son, clubs experiencing the biggest drops can 
all be easily explained. 

Ebbsfleet have suffered a significant fall fol¬ 
lowing relegation, as you would expect, while 
Maidstone United’s ongoing groundshare at 


Ashford, combined with struggles on the pitch, 
accounts for their decrease. 

Several other clubs with falling gates have 
at least slowed the trend, with Tonbridge 
Angels, Margate, Sittingboume and Chatham 
all experiencing relatively minor drops. 

But it would be wrong to suggest clubs are 
not still struggling. Sittingboume, in peril a 


year ago, remain deep in trouble, according to 
board member Peter Pitts. 

He said: “All we want to do is break even and 
we’re probably 40 or 50 people per game away 
from doing that. We did a free game and got a 
couple of season ticket holders out of it, but 
it’s rare. We’ll do it again, but there’s a lot of 
apathy in the town.” 


Daish back holding the 
purse strings after fans’ 
online transfer debacle

EBBSFLEET United’s transfer policy has 
come full circle after the latest 
MyFootballClub vote handed almost full 
control back to manager Liam Daish. 

The Fleet boss was left exasperated by what 
he described as a period of “messing about” 
and stressed the need to concentrate on 
bolstering club funds rather than tinkering 
with existing policies. 

Originally, MyFC members, who own a per¬ 
centage of the club, voted in a proposal to put 
all potential transfers to a 48-hour ratification 
vote, a move which would have scuppered any 
last-minute signings to cover for injuries. 

Now, though, the only transfers requiring 
member approval are those involving a trans¬ 
fer fee or any signings to be made while the 
club is over its wage budget. 

“I’ve always worked that way anyway, with 
players that have gone out,” Daish said. 

“I think we could have spent time thinking 
about more important things, about actually 
getting revenue rather than messing 


about and ending up where we started. 

“As a manager, you want to be tmsted in the 
job you’re doing and I think I’ve proved I can 
do decent job building sides. 

“Not every signing will turn into what you 
want, but I’ve signed lots for the right price 
and within the wage stmcture, who have done 
a good job for the Fleet.” 

On the field Daish’s latest crop of young 
talent has attracted the interest of England C 
manager Paul Fairclough, who was in the 
stands to watch last Saturday’s 2-1 win at St 
Albans City. 

Goalkeeper Preston Edwards has already fea¬ 
tured in the national semi-professional squad 
this season, and Michael West, Tom Phipp and 
Craig Stone are all rumoured to have forced 
their way into Fairclough’s thinking. 

Daish said: “It would be great for Westy and 
Phippsy, they’ve been brought up from the 
academy and they’re scoring goals. Preston’s 
been on the periphery of it, so Paul will have 
been impressed by some of the younger lads.” 


Birchall netting 
interest for his 
impressive run 

INTEREST in Dover Athletic’s Adam 
Birchall could be set to rise following the 
striker’s most prolific spell in front of goal, 
writes Tom Howard. 

The Whites forward is one of the hottest 
prospects in non-league football with 19 
goals in all competitions, before yesterday’s 
FA Cup first round clash against Gillingham. 

The 25-year-old, from Maidstone, who 
began his career at Arsenal, joined Dover in 
July, 2009, after being released by League 
Two side Barnet. While at the Gunners, he 
became one of the club’s most prolific 
scorers in the reserves, but never went on 
to make an appearance in the first-team.

Easing finances could see Parnell or McLaren return 


KENT may look to recruit one of their former stars as an 
overseas player for next season, with Wayne Parnell and 
Ryan McLaren believed to be high on the wish list, 
writes Glenn Pearson. 

It now looks as though there may be a budget for an 
overseas player, which will almost certainly go on a 
bowler, as the county’s financial pressure eases after 
work finally got under way on the St Lawrence ground 
redevelopment in September. 

Head coach Paul Farbrace has started looking at 
players available in Kent’s likely price range, and said 
those with previous experience of playing for the 
county, would be looked more favourably upon. 

“Anybody that we know of, be that the likes of Wayne 
Parnell and Ryan McLaren - because they have 
played at Kent - will have an advantage over someone 
we know nothing about,” he said. “It’s important that 
an overseas player must fit in our team and that’s why 
they, and Makhaya Ntini, were so good for us.” 


It’s no secret that Kent were impressed with Parnell 
in his two short stints in 2009. 

But it was also the fact of being a left-arm seam 
bowler, which helped create rough for spinner James 
Tredwell to bowl into, that makes him a good overseas 
option. 

It’s likely to mean Parnell would be a better acquisi¬ 
tion than McLaren, a right-arm seamer, but as 
Farbrace points out, there are also other left-arm quick 
bowlers in world cricket. 

“When you have a player like Treddy, who is one of 
the best spinners in county cricket, we would be stu¬ 
pid not to look at trying to enhance his success,” 
Farbrace said. 

“We could bring in a right-arm seamer, but we have 
Matt Coles coming through, Robbie Joseph returning 
from injury and the likes of Simon Cook, but it would be 
good to have a left-armer who can swing the ball both 
ways and will leave rough for Tredwell to bowl into. 


“That’s why the likes of Parnell come into it because 
he is an exciting left-armer, but there are other exciting 
left-arm seamers in international cricket as well. 

“Whether Cricket South Africa would allow Parnell 
to come for three or four months and play county 
cricket, I’m not sure.” 

The Kent coach also said that he has not had a 
discussion with Parnell, or any other potential 
overseas target at any stage and that making 
a decision on any new players will not be a 
rush job. 

“We are looking at possibilities for next season, 
but at the moment we do not know what budget we 
are going to have for an overseas,” he said. 

“At the moment though, the priority is talking to the 
players that are out of contract next year and for some 
of the younger ones, trying to discuss with them about 
staying longer term.”

GILLINGHAM chairman Paul 
Scally has voiced his concern that 
the actions of vandals who daubed 
graffiti outside Priestfield this 
week will only make it harder for 
the club to attract a prospective 
new owner. 

Slogans urging Scally and his manager 
Andy Hessenthaler to leave the club were 
painted on the walls of the stadium hours 
after the team’s 2-0 defeat against Wycombe 
Wanderers on Tuesday. The final whistle was 
met with boos from the home fans as their 
side slipped to 20th in the League Two table. 

Scally, who divides his time between Kent 
and Dubai looking for investment in 
Gillingham, insists he is as disappointed as 
anyone with results, but questioned the 
method of protest. 

He said: “I understand his frustration, but I 
don’t agree with the way he did it. Why would 
you want to damage your own club? The guy 
is obviously not capable of expressing his 
views in any other way. 

“I understand the frustration and if I’m the 
reason for our demise then if somebody else 
comes in with the capability of taking the club 
forward, then I have said all along for 16 years 
that I’m happy to step down if that’s the case. 

“The reality of it is there aren’t people out 
there who want to put themselves in my posi¬ 
tion and when you see things like this, it’s not 
surprising really. Who would want to come 
into an environment where they’re going to 
get abused for working hard?” 

Pre-season predictions of automatic promo¬ 
tion now look wildly optimistic after only 
three wins in the league. 

Scally expected the club to be in the race for 
a top-three finish from the opening day, but 
now acknowledged it looked a long way off. 

He said: “[It will be] difficult, I would say, but 
we’ll keep pushing and try to do the best we 
can. It’s disappointing, but there have been lots 
of disappointments in football and this is no 
different. 

‘We have put a lot of money into the team, 
our wage bill is probably the highest, or one of 
the highest in the division, but things aren’t

going as expected or planned. That’s football, I 
have been round long enough to know you can 
do it all the right way and it still doesn’t work.” 

The Gills chief re-appointed Hessenthaler 
as manager this summer to restore pride to 
the club after a second relegation in three 
seasons under Mark Stimson. 

The new coaching staff have so far had 
little success, but Hessenthaler, who has 
admittedly been hampered by an unfor¬ 
tunate combination of injuries, rejected 
the suggestion his position was coming 
under increasing pressure. 

He said: “Not really, it’s a game of foot¬ 
ball. It is our livelihood, there’s always 
pressure you feel in any match because 
you want to do well and win games, but 
it’s not life or death. 

“I know it’s an entertainment business, 


when you’re winning games it’s great and 
when you’re losing games it’s tough.”
